Washington, D. C., May 5.—[Special.j— 
When Senator Aldrich called upon President 
Taft and told him the tariff bill would be 
gafely out of the senate by the first day of 
June he was entirely sincere in his beliefs 

He had, however, entirely failed to com- 
prehend the active opposition of the western 
genators. When former Gov. Cumming 
gpoke, Mr. Aldrich and those who act with 
him in the senate in all things classed him 
gs a freshman who needed hazing and de- 
glared he would have no appreciable follow- 
ing in the senate. 

Other western senators began to show their 
teeth, however, and the climax came today, 
when Mr. Dolliver of Iowa finished his ter- 
fific attack on the most unpleasant features 
of the Aldrich bill. 

For the first time it became apparent to 
the party leaders that the senators from the 
upper Mississippi valley were practically 
united in declaring there should be a reduc- 
tion in the rates for the benefit of the con- 
suming class. 

It is a significant fact that most of the 
Republican senators from Ohio, Indiana, 
lilinols, Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota, Kan- 
gas, the two Dakotas, Nebraska, and one or 
two other states are in a staté of open rebeli- 
lion against what they declare to be the in- 
tolerable dictation of Senator Aldrich and 
the combination of eastern senators who 
have been crowded into the finance commit- 


tee. 
Taft to Get Bill in July? 


As a result Senator Aldrich has revised his 
calendar. He had taken passage for Europe 
in June, but the chances are he will have to 
give up his accommodations at that time. 
The indications now are—and President Taft 
has been so informed semi-officially—that the 
tariff bill may not be passed up to him for 
signature until within a day or two of the 
Fourth of July. 

Senator Dolliver’s long speech has shown 80 
many weaknesses in the Aldrich draft of the 
tariff bill that the senators have begun to 
demand more time. They say that, in spite 
of the evident anxiety of the country for 


@peedy action, they believe that a scandal 


and a political catastrophe can be avoided 


-~ only by cohsidéring every paragraph on its 


merits, and taking action only after the most 
thorough examination of the facts. 

This feeling was voiced repeatedly by Sen- 
ator Beveridge today, when he said Senator 
Dolliver’s charges were so serious as to de- 
mand the most careful consideration. In 
response to his suggestion, the senate has 
gone back to the old system of beginning the 
sessions at noon instead of 11 o'clock, & 
thing which is unprecedented in the history 
of tariff bills at the present stage. 


Senators Demand Study Hours. 


Usually when consideration of a bill is 
begun by paragraphs the senate is expected 
to meet before noon and sometimes as early 
as 10 o'clock. The senators have insisted. 
however, that they must have an oppor- 
tunity to study each item on its merits, and 
(hey therefore deferred the hour of meeting 
until noon so that they could give up their 
mornings to this work. 

The first vote on any paragraph was taken 
today. It was purely a technical matter, and 
yet it indivtates what may happen later on 
when the factions are lined up on some im- 
portant schedule. Today's vote could hardly 
be considered a test, because it concerned 
only the rate of duty on orange mineral, a re- 
mote chemical product of lead. Under the 
present law it is made dutiable at 3% cents 
Per pound. Mr. Payne reduced the rate to 
2% cents per pound. Mr. Aldrich restored 
the Dingley rate, and the. first vote in the 
senate came up on a committee amendment. 
Mr. Aldrich Was sustained by a vote of 41 to 
%. This made a total of only seventy-six 
votes, so that there were a good many ab- 
sentees or senators who, if present, were 
paired. 

It is significant, however, that there were 
ten Republicans who voted against the com- 
mittee amendments. They were Bristow and 
Curtis of Kansas, Burkett and Brown of 
Nebraska, Cummins and Dolliver, of lowa, 
Johnson of North Dakota, La Follette of 
Wisconsin, Nelson of Minnesota, and Craw- 
ford of South Dokota. 


Shows Demands for Reductions. 

It will be observed that all of these are 
from the Mississippi and Missouri valleys. 
Furthermore, Mr. Aldrich had a margin of 
only six votes.. The paragraph was an un- 
important one, and several of the Repub- 
licans who veted with their party leader 
Would not stand by him on something which 
concerned the interests of the northwest as 
against those of New England. 

This vote today was valuable chiefly be- 
Cause it showed the manifest intention of the 
senators from the middle west to make a 


determined fight all along the line for lower 


duties. When it comes to questions affecting 
the rates on wearing apparel it is likely men 
like Cullom of Illinois, Smith of Michigan, 
arid other men of that class will vote against 
Mr. Aldrich, and it is reasonably certain that 
he can maintain his position on all schedules 
only by making a good working combination 
with the Democrats and trading off western 
Republican senators for votes from the 
lumber, sugar, tobacco, rice, oll, and other 
Senators from the south. ; 

Senator Dolliver, who is the best equipped

The foregoing quotation from the prophet , 
of peace typified the spirit last night at a 
big double banquet by the Chicago As 
sociation of Commerce, seating 1,000 lovers. 
of peace and «celebrities of foreign na- 
tions brought together to give a fitting climax 
to the three days’ session of the second 
national peace congress, which went far to 
make Chicago the center of promulgation of 
the peace creed to the nations of the world. 

The great peace feast of men and women 
who believe the commerce of Chicago as 
represented by the city’s commercial associa- 
tion is a truer agent of peace than a fleet 
of Dreadnoughts furnished surprises of a 
practical nature. 


Grant Furnishes Militant Thrill. 

Gen. Frederick Dent Grant furnished the 
single militant thrill of the evening. Ina 
speech not on the program, he expressed the 
belief that wars will occur just as long as one 
fellow has more than the other and the other 
fellow wants it. 

“If nations are prepared to defend them- 
selves and stand firmly, and a war is going to 
cost more than it is going to return, I think 
the patriotism of the people and the good 
judgment of the statesmen will prevent 
war,” he said. “ If one side has a great ad- 
vantage over the other, I think your com- 
mercial men will insist om a war and bring 
it about arid the weaker one will pay for it. 

“ Today I went driving through the park 
with one of the commissioners looking for a 
good camp where I can bring down some 
men from Fort Sheridan on the thirty-first of 
this month to give the populace of this city 
a chance to see a good parade. 

“A man at the zoo when askéd how he 
managed to keep a ‘happy family’ of nat- 
urally antagonistic animals together, re- 
plied: ‘Why, that Is easy; we keep them 
fed and give them all they want to eat and 
they get along.’ ”™ 


Banquet in Two Sections. 

The banquet was held in two sections with 
programs identical with the exception of 
the order of the speakers, who duplicated 
banquet halls. At the Auditoriuar banquet 
on the ninth floor Edward M. Skinner pre- 
sided for the Association of Commerce, while 
Harry A. Wheeler, in a similar capacity, did 
the honors in the ** gold room ”’ of the Con- 
gress hotel. | 

In the last mentioned place the mere refer- 
ence to Theodore Roosevelt by Richard A. 
Ballinger, secretary of the interior, pro- 
yoked cheering which lasted for a full min- 
ute. 


Big Gift for Peace Lectures. 

The first material fruit of the peace con- 
gress Was made known as a surprise by the 
toastmasters in the reading of a letter an- 
nouncing that a fund of $25,000 has been 
donated to Northwestern university by John 
R. Lindgren, Swedish consul to Chicago and 
cashier of the State Bank of Chicago. 

The fund provided by Mr. Lindgren is to be 
used along the linés of the Nobel fund for the 
purpose of founding a permanent series of 
lectures and to secure the annual payment 
of prizes for essays upon the questions of in- 
ternational peace and interdenominational 
religious harmony. 

In addition to the announcement of the big 
gift, which followed plans made in the after- 
noon by the American Peace society to estab- 
lish permanent quarters in Chicago with a 
field secretary in charge, the banquet was 
replete with after dinner oratory in which 
the peace principle preponderated. 


Many Nations Represented. 

Francis T. Simmons, who was the third pre- 
siding officer of the Association of Commence 
on the list, beamed upon Count Johann Hein- 
rich .von Bernstorff, ambassador extraordl- 
nary and minister plentipotentiary of Ger- 
many; Dr. Wu Ting-fang, envoy extraordi- 
nary and minister plenipoteniary of China; 
A. Mitchell Innes, councilor of the British 
embassy; Baron Houissin de St. Laurent, 
consul to Chicago and representative of Am- 
bassador Jusserand; Kazuo Matsubara, Jap- 
anese consul to Chicago; Secretary. of the 
Interior Ballinger, representative of Presi- 
dent Taft; Congressman James A. Tawney 
of Minnesota, Congressman Bartholdt of 
Missour!, and Dr. Halvdam Koht, pro- 
fessor of modern history\ in the University of 
Norway. 

Herman de Lagercrantz, envoy. extraordi- 
nary and minister plenipotentiary of Sweden, 
was scheduled to be present, but was pre- 
vent by jllness, The ministers selected to 
pronounce the invocations were the Rev. 
Charlies E. Beals, Jenkin Lloyd Jones, and 
the Rev. J. L. Tryon. Mies Harriet Monroe 
read an original poem entitled *‘ For Peace.’’ 


Grant’s Defense of the Army. 

Gen. Grant in his address, which proved a 
semi-humorous defense of his profession, 
said: 

“I presume I am the only soldier here, and, 
therefore, I suppose I am the horrible ex- 
ample. I am much interested in peace, bé- 
cause my profession I believe is the peace- 
maker. 

‘* The soldier's whole profession, and study, 
and art is that of producing peace. It is 
your statesmen and your people that create 
wars. First, the people become irritated, 
generally through some commercial transac- 
tion. The statesmen then take hold of the 
matter, and they compromise, or try to 
compromise, if the nations are néarly 
equal, 

“If they are not nearly equal, the stronger 
one simply slaps the weaker one in the 
face, and the soldier is called in to settle the 
difficulty. In the last 300 years I know of 
no case of war that was brought on by the 
soldier. 

“Two great nations, England and the 
United States, had difficulties growing out 
of our civil war, in what was known as the 
Alabama elaims. At that time if war had 
come we stood on a fair basis, and England 
dreaded war much more than the United 
States did; but, according to my recollection,

Victim Complains Captain and 
Detectives Sought Pardon. 


MAYOR AND CHIEF INQUIRE. 


Kane Explains He Promised Not to 
"~~" Opposé Convicts’ Plea. 


Mayor Busse and Chief Shippy Aare investi- 
gating a complaint that Capt. Thomas C. 
Kane and Detectives William H. Rose and 
Frank Zelis of the Sheffield avenue station had 
been active in attempting to procure pardons 
for three burglars whose conviction they had 
helped to secure a year ago. 

Louis Bickley, 37 years old; George Hartz- 
heim, 27 years old; and George Grim, 19 years 
old, all sentenced to from one to fourteen 
years in Pontiac reformatory, are the men 
the police are accused of trying to free. The 
burglaries for which they were convicted 
were: 

L. A. Krueger, hardware store, 395 Milwaukee 
avenue, Jan. 23, 1908. 

Joseph Suffrin, clothier, Grand avenue and Hal- 
sted street, Dec. 24, 1907; goods valued at 
$189 taken. % 

W. T. Woltson, clothier, 1645 Milwaukee ave- 
nue; robbed in January, 1908; clothing valued 
at $300 stolen. 

Yondorf brothers, clothiers, 365 Blue Island 
avenue, January, 1908; clothing valued at 
more than $500 taken. 


Pleas Made by Detectives. 

The detectives are said to have gone to 
each of these victims and urged that Harz- 
heim had fallen heir to some money and 
wished to be free so he could marry a girl 
whom he had mistreated before his arrest. 
It aleo was set forth to each that the other 
victim had consented to a pardon. 

Joseph Suffrin wrote to Chief Shippy on 
April 9 that two detectives had called on 
him the day before and asked him to have 
the convicts pardoned. 

“The same officers captured the thieves,”’ 
he wrote. ‘It seems funny that the same 
officers who-worked so hard to convict them 
should come to me to have them pardoned. 
I refused.”’ 

This letter was referred to Capt. Kane, 
who sent the chief the following on April 13: 

‘Attorney Henry M. Walker, represent- 
ing Louls Beckley, George Harzheim and 
George Grimm, requested from me a recom- 
mendation to parole on behalf of these men, 
who were convicted of burglary on Feb. 24, 
1908, solely on their own confessions and 
pleas of guilty. 


Explains Favorable View. 

“In view of recovering most all of the 
property stolen through their confessions and 
assistance I felt favorably inclined to such, 
but before consenting determined to acquaint 
the cognplainants and consult their wishes 
in the matter. In accordance with my in- 
structions Mr. Suffrin was thus notified by 
Officers Rose and Zeis of this station.”’ 

On April 15 Suffrin answered a summons to 
appear before Chief Shippy, who asked him 
how much property he had recovered. 

“TI got back about $30 worth,” he said. 

“ What was the total taken?’ 

“ About $800 worth.” 

“ What excuse did the officers give you for 
wanting you to sign the request for the par- 
don?” 

“1 do not know what excuse. I refused. 
One of the burglars had served twenty 


years.” 
“Do you remember bis name?’ asked the 


chief. 
“ I think Grimm is the one,” Suffrin replied. 


Disgruntled, Says Kano. 

Capt. Kane said all the property in Suffrin’s. 
place has burglar insurance and the com- 
pany refused to settle with him. 

“They Invited him to take the matter into 
the courts, but he has never done so,”’ he 
deciared. “He is making trouble because 
he is not pleased with the way I matie my re- 
port to the insurance company at the com- 
pany'’s request.” 
| Suffrin denied Kane's assertion that he had 
had trouble with the insurance company.

| Chief Shippy said Suffrin was not satisfied 


with the report and he had ordered Capt. 
Kane to make another one. 

“ The whole matter was referred to Mayor 
Busse, who ordered a thorough investiga-

First Heat Wave Overcomes Pio- 
neer in Van Buren Street. 


THREE OTHERS STRICKEN.

Thunder Storms on Tap. . 


Fernando Jones, Chicago's celebrated plo- 
neer, was overcome by the heat late yester- 
day afternoon in the downtown streets and 
was taken to his residence in a police am- 
bulance. His condition at first was thought 
to be serious, but late in the evening it was 
reported that he had recovered his strength 
and was resting easy. In all four persons 
were prostrated by the first heat wave of the 
season. 

Mr. Jones, who recently observed his 80th 
birthday, spent the afternoon at a reunion of 
Chicago pioneers and started to walk to the. 
Wabash avenue street car line shortly be- 
fore 6 o’clock. In Van Buren street, a short 
distance west of State street, he was seen 
to stagger. He fell in front of a fruit store. 

Pedestrians rushed to the aid of the stricken 
old man and drew him into the shade of a 
stairway, while Patrolman Foley of the Cen- 
tral detail police station summoned the Har- 
rison street station's ambulance.

One of the Murray amendments—reducing. 
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Cry for New Form of Munieipal 
Rule Heard; West Side Ball 
Park Now Safe. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.]} 


Springfield, Ill, May 5.—(Special.}—Sen- 
ator Hearns’ bill declaring express companies 
to be common carriers, and as such subject 
to the rate regulating authority of the rail- 
road and warehouse commission, was passed 
today by the senate. | 

While this particular bill was not a part 
of the administration series of measures af- 
fecting common carriers—all of which are 
slumbering—it carries the same essential 
provisions as the bill prepared by the rail- 
road and warehouse commission to accom- 
plish the same purpose. 

It places all companies, corporations, and 
persons engaged in the express business or 
business of “‘ carriers by express '’ under the 
jurisdiction of the railroad and warehouse 
commission, which is given the same au- 
thority to regulate the rates of such com- 
panies as it has in the case of railroad passen- 
ger and freight rates. 


Must Post Rate Schedules. 


It is made the duty of the express com- 
panies to print schedules of their rates and 
to keep them posted conspicuously in their 
offices. It is provided that no increase in 
rates can become effective until ten days 
after the new rates have been approved by 
the railroad and. warehouse ‘commissioners: 
Provision is madé for hearings to be given on 
complaint of shippers or other persons charg- 
ing that any rate is unreasonable, notice to be 
giveh to the companies. 

Decisions of the commission are reviewable 
in a court of competent jurisdiction and the 
bill defines the method of procedure in case 
of appeal. Rebating and refunding are for- 
bidden and the companies are prohibited 
from including ih bills of lading or receipts 
for goods any restriction of the common law 
liability of the carrier. 

The entire bill is one whicn would have had 
small chance of’passage in the senate in the 
older days, and it is not regarded now as one 
which has any particularly brilliant future in 
the house, although it may be supported by 
administration men in the lower braneh if 
it gets far enough advanced to reach roll 
call. 


Art Board Bill Passes Senate. 

The senate passed Senator Juul's bill, 8. 
B. 415, for the creation of a state art com 
mission to consist of two architects, two 
painters, two sculptors, and two other per- 
gons, with the governor as member ex- 
officio, the commissioners to be appointed by 
the governor and to act In advisory capacity 
in passing on the artistic character of any 
building or any work of art to be placed on 
any property owned by the state. It pro- 
vides that plans for such structures or works 
of art shall be submitted to the commission 
on the request of the governor, and that it 
shall report back to the governor within 
sixty days either approving or disapproving 
the plans. 

Senator Helm’‘s bill, 8S. B. 375, for the 
maintenance of traveling libraries, also was 
passed. It authorizes the library commis- 
sioners to appoint a library organizer whose 
duty it shall be to furnish advice to persons 
interested in starting libraries. He shall 
be required to keep himself’ informed as to 
the character of library work in the various 
parts of the state and to make the annual re- 
pert to the commissioners of the state l- 


brary. 

Authority also.{s given to them to appoint 
three persons to have charge of the traveling 
libraries. Authority to send out temporarily 
volumes from the miscellaneous department 
of the state library to the libraries of the 
state or to communities of the state which 
have no libraries, is granted. 


Bill to Extend Orphan Home Field. 

Senator Funk’s bill, 8. B. 481, providing for 
the admission of children to the soldiers’ 
orphans’ home, was passed. It is designed 
to extend the operation of this state institu- 
tion, which is losing in the number of. chil- 
dren sheltered by it, and which, without ex- 
tension of its field, eventuaNy must be closed. 
The bill would permit the admission of any 
orphan child under 10 years of age of sound 
mind and body, provided there be room and 
providing that applications for children in 
almshouses shall be received first. 

Senator Humphrey obtained leave to call 
back his bill for the installation of safety 


{ devices on elevator doors from third reading

Commission Bill Is Favored. 

The senate passed the committee substitute 
for Senator Barr's bill to permit ofties of the 
state, other than Chicago, to adopt a com- 
mission form of government if the voters de- 
cide to substitute this method of municipal 
government for that provided by the present 
law. : 

It provides for the election of a mayor and 
four commissioners from the city at large, 
each to be the head of one municipal de- 
partment. For all departments how author- 
ized by law this act would create five. 

The legislature has been urged by repre- 
sentatives of such cities as Springfield, Pe- 
oria, Joliet, Galesburg, etc., to give them this 
opportunity to change the form of their mu- 
nicipal government and reorganize after the 
Des Moines plan. 


West Side Ball Park Safe. 

The senate killed Senator Potter's bill pro- 
hibiting the location of an amusement park 
within 800 feet of a public hospital, a bill 
which would have moved the Chicago west 
side ball park off the map. Bills reported 
out of committee included:

Compromise Applies to Store, Factory, 
and Laundry Employes.

| Springfield, 111, May 5.—[Special.}]—A sub- 
stitute bill regulating the hours of employ- 
ment of women, one to which employers and 
representativesofwomen’s trades unions both 
are said to have agreed, was presented in the 
senate today by Senator Jones as a general 
amendment to the origina! eight hour bill in- 
troduced by him and pending on second reac} 
ing. 
The statement that the compromise was 
acceptable to-the women as well as to the 
employers was made by Mr. Jénes, although 
the “substitute bill not only increases the 
hours of employment to ten in every twenty- 
four ‘but materially limits the application 
of the proposed act. 
|| In its present form it is specifically limited 
|'‘to apply only to women employés in’ any 
ae establishment or factory or laun- 
ry. 


Would Not Help Waitresses. 

The most vigorous defense of the original 
eight hour bill and the most insistent de- 
mand for this legislation came from repre- 
sentatives of the Waitresses’ union, who 
would obtain no advantage whatever from 
the passage of the bill if amenced by the 
adoption of the substitute, which reads as 
follows: 

That no female shall be employed in any mechan- 
feal establishment or factory or laundry in this 
state more than ten hours during any one day. 
Thé hours of work may be so arranged as to permit 
the employment of females at any time so that 
they shall not, werk more than ten hours during 
the twenty-four hours of any day. 

Senator Jones ih submitting the substitute 
stated that it was the desire of the persons 
interested in the legislation to follow the 
Oregon law, ‘which has been sustained by the 
United States Supreme court in a decision 
which recognized the right of the state to 
regulate the hours of employment of women 
as a part of its constitutional police power. 

*“ Our Supreme court,"’ Mr. Jones said, “ in 
passing on the bill passed by a former Illi- 
nois legislature, declared that such regula- 
tion was interference with property rights, 
and declared the act unconstitutional. Since 
that time the United States Supreme court 
has declared reasonable regulation of the 
working hours of women to be properly with- 
in the police powers of the state. It is the 
desire now to have an act tested in the state 
court to ascertain whether our court will be 
guided by the decision of the United States 
Supreme court.’’ 


Bill Laid Over Until Today.

— is provided that a board of trustees of 
five members shall be established not lafer 
than Oct. 30, the city treasurer and city con- 
troller to be members ex-officio and the other 
three trustees to be elected by contributors 
to the fund. No benefit may exceed 40 per 
cent of the wages received by the pensioner 
at the time of his retirement and In no case 
exceed $50 a month. 

An employé may retire with an annuity at 
the age of 50 if he has been in the service of 
the city for twenty years and a contributor 
to the fund for ten years. In such cases the 
pension shall be 25 per cent of the monthly 
wages at the time of retirement, but not ex- 
ceeding $50 a month. 

It is stipulated that employés* must take 
advantage of the act within a year after its 

age or within a year after joining the 
city. service. Any person who has contrib- 
uted for ten years may retire because of 
serious disability and receive benefits for 
two years, which period may be continued 
on proof of continued disability. 

A contributor of ten years’ standing may 
recover one-half of the amount paid into 
the fund in the event of his separation from 
service hy resignation or discharge, and a 
contributor of twenty years’ standing, if dis- 
missed from service, may continue to make 
payments until) he reaches eligibility for the 
pension. . 


FEMININE NOTARIES AROUSED; 
FIGHT TO SAVE THEIR JOBS. 


Circulate Petition in Opposition to 
Lantz ‘Bill, Which Gives Places to 
Men at Higher Fees. 


, The women are up in arms again. This 
time it isn't the stocking tax or the threat- 
ening danger of a raise in glove price tags. 

The women notaries public of Chicago and 
the rest of Illinois are in trouble, and Walter 
A. Lantz, representative in the Illinois legis- 
lature from La Grange, Cook county, II1., ts 
the disturber. 

Mr. Lantz has introduced a bill which re- 
stricts the business of notarying to males 
particularly and specifically. Said bill has 
been referred to the judiciary committee of 
the house. Whispers from the firing line are 
that Representative Lantz is possessed of 
sufficient influence with the house organiza- 
tlon to get a favorable report and to send it 
well on its way to enactment. 

Hence, a perfectly ladylike protest from the 
350 women notaries public. They started a 
petition yesterday. Itis proposed asa united 
protest upon the part of the women notaries 
public and it further is proposed to rally all 
persons who believe that one can swear or 
affirm in the presence of a woman as well as 
of a man, ip a determined battle against the 
Lantz bill. 

The Lantz bill as drawn, is specific. It 
says that only males may qualify as notaries 
public. It compels all notariesto keep rec- 
ords of everything which may come before 
them officially for the purposes of attesta- 
tion. 

It adds three sections to the present act, re- 
garding the conduct of notarie« and raising 
“— scale of fees horizontally. 

t is the womaeg feature, however, which 
has stirred up all the trouble. Justice of the 
Peace Catharine Waugh McCulloch has 
been enlisted in the campaign. Miss Florence

PLEA MADE BY LORIMER. 


He Says State Should Do Noth- 
ing Until Federal Sup- 
port Is Given.

Springfield, 111, May 5.—[Special.]—While 
Congressman William Lorimer today was 
addressing the house members in a commit- 
tee of the whole on the subject of the deep 
waterway the senate bill providing for the 
construction of the canal was taken up on 
the second reading and an effort made to ad- 
vance it. 

Several amendments, designed to change 
the measure materially, were submitted by 
Senator McKenzie, in addition to the amend- 
ments which had been : ubmitted by Senator 
Schmitt, chairman of the waterway com- 
mittee, and the senate, finding ite time too 
limited to dispose of the proposed changes, 
abandoned the attempt for the day. 

Senator McKenzie’s amendments would fn- 
crease the number of waterway commission- 
ers from five to seven and require that cne 
member be appointed from each of the seven 
Supreme court districts of the state, not more 
than four to be of one political party. They 
also require that the attorney of the board 
shall be appointed by the governor with the 
approval of the attorney general, and strfke 
out the provision which would allow the 
waterway committee io cause any piece of 
work to be performed by labor employed 
under the direction of the chief engineer and 
without the letting of a contract. The amend- 
ments also would reduce the salary of the 


Lorimer Demands Federal Aid. 

Congressman Lorimer, in his address to the 
house, declared himself opposed tothe spend- 
ing of one dollar of the $20,000,000 bond issue 
for a deep waterway until the federal gov- 
ernment agrees tO join with Illinois in the 
carrying on of the great work. He gave a 
description of what the federal government 
deep waterway plans are and their applica- 
tion to Illinois. His talk was illustrated by 
a series of maps. 

**Il am confident that when the survey of 
the government engineers is published,” 
said Mr. Lorimer, ‘‘ that it will demonstrate 
the feasibility of a waterway from the lakes 
to the gulf. Years ago Lyman E. Cooley 
told me this waterway was feasible. There 
is no engineer connected with the govern- 
ment who knows as much about this water- 
way as Mr. Cooley. : 

‘* Estimating the flow of water that comes 
down from the great lakes, through the 
sanitary district canal into the Mississippi 
river, there will be 300 days a year when 
boats drawing fourteen feet of water can 
navigate between Cairo and St. Louis. 


Benefits to Farmers Told. 

“The waterway is not a proposition that 
interests the manufacturers aione, but it in- 
terests the farmers as well, who can save 9 
cents a bushel on grain shipped to the sea- 
board. Large manufacturers.are establish- 
ing their plants where they can assemble 
their products at the cheapest possible rates. 

“That is the reason I have been so per- 
sistent to secure money from the government 
to insure it. What excuse is there in spend- 
ing our $20,000,000 until Uncle Sam comes 
forward and says ‘I will build it on to the 
gulf.’ Let Illinois say to the government, 
‘You build the locks at $8,000,000 and we 
will de the work through the water zone at 
a cost of about $15,000,000.’ 

“T am not for a water power plant and 
I never have been. Power ts an incident to 
a waterway and it would be an economic 
crime not to develop it and the electrical 
energy. I wouldn't go across the street to 
develop a water power without a ship canal.” 


TO SELL KASKASKIA COMMONS. 


Senate Gives Consent by Passing Bill 
Which Provides Proceeds Shall Go 
to School Fund. 


Springfield, Ill., May 5.—[Special.]—The 
senate gave its consent to the sale of the 
commons of Kaskaskia by passing Senator 
Pemberton’s bill, which provides for the ap- 
pointment of a land commissioner by the 
governor with authority to sell these lands 
and credit the money to the school fund for 
Kaskaskia. 

The bill in a preamble sets forth the facts 
on which the inhabitants of this old time 
community have petitioned for relief. It is 
explained that the title to these common 
lands, from the rental of which the schools 
of the district are supposed to be supported, 
is so devised as to be exempt from al! the 
present laws of the state and is not subject 
to any action which can be taken in ordinary 
procedure. 

All money recovered or secured from the 
sale of lands must be depogited in the state 
treasury, to be kept there gs the Kaskaskia 
commons permanent school fund, for the sup- 
port of the public schools there.

@pringfield, Ill., May #&—[Special.}—A reso- 
lution for the investigation of the Chicago 
sanitary district may come into te house 
in the morning.. A petition for thé supmis- 
sion of such a proposition ta the house is 
being circulated among the members of the 
house drainage and waterway eT 
and if it receives the signatures of a majority 
of the committeemen it will be presented. 

The house is more than likely to adopt it 
if it gets a chance and if it does a committee 
of five or seven members Will be appointed 
to overhaul the financia) affairs and the acts 
of the drainage board. 

This action is in line with the legislative 
attacks on the district, of which the most

tive Kleeman’s bill to imit the pow 
board to sell its electrical power. Another 
bill of Kleeman's would require the district 
to stop all imprevements in the Chicago 
river and elsewhere until it has completed 
the Calumet cutoff. 


Calumet People Raise Storm. 

The latter bill was taken up this afternoon 
in the house committee, which is considering 
submitting a resolution tor the investigation 
of the district’s affairs. Before the com- 
mittee finished its consideration of the bill it 
went into executive session and there con- 
sidered the proposition to ask the legislature 
to inquire into the affairs of the drainage 
board. 

Most of the hostility which meets the dis- 
trict in the legislature is génerated down in 
the Calumet distri@t, where the inability of 
the district to dig the ditch connecting that 
section of the city with the drainage canal 
has caused trouble. 

Two other investigations were suggested 
today, both in the senate. Senator Potter 
introduced a resojution for an inquiry into 
the affairs of the University of Illinois, it 
being based on the assertion of Mrs. Carrie 
Alexander regarding the use of appropria- 
tions by that school. The resolution recites 
that a trustee of the university had stated 
that the university board was asking for an 
appropriation of $150,000 for a veterinary 
school which did not exist, and that the same 
trustee had declared that the university was 
paying/ larger salaries to its president and 
many of its instructors than are being paid 
by other universities. 


Senate to Investigate School. 

For these reasons the resolution declared 
it to be the proper policy for the legislature 
to determine whether or not such assertions 
and charges were true and for the purpose of 
such an inquiry proposed the appointment of 
thre senators to make an inquiry.

VETERAN WHO NEVER ENROLLED 
WANTED PENSION FROM PRIDE. 


Too Young to Enlist, He Followed Regi- 
ment and Fought Anyhow—Now He’s 
in Trouble. 


New York, May 5.—[Special.]—One of the 
strangest cases of pension fraud on record 
was revealed in the federal court in Brook- 
lyn today when James Cunningham, for years 
a pro.ninent Grand Army man’ in the bor- 
ough, offered to plead guilty to the charge 
of wrongfully accepting money from the 
government as a war veteran. 

The odd feature was that Cunningham, who 
is well to de, sought a small pension out 
of pride, and not because he wanted the 
money. Proud of his reputation as a Grand 
Army man, his theory was that with a pen- 
sion he wouild be better recognized as one 
who had fought for the unton. 

According to Lawyer Ruston, Cunningham 
was 17 years old when the civil war started. 
He was unable to enlist, but was so eager 
to get into the fighting that he followed the 
One Hundred and Sixth regiment of New 
York volunteers to the front. While not 
regularly enrolled, he actually fought with 
the regiment and also saw some service as a 
follower of other commands. 

Returning home at the end of the war young 
Cunningham told of having fought the reb- 
els. In time he became a @irand Army 
man and year after year on Memorial day 
marched with the veterans in Brooklyn. Sey- 
eral years ago he was elected commander 
of Devin post.

state revenue estimated as available for ap-

Colin C. H. Fyffe, as chairman; Robert 
Catherwood, Maurice H. Kuhns, F. H, Mun- 
roe,.~W. H. R. Bell, and William C. Miller 
signed the report, which bears the authoriza- 
tion of the board of directors of the City club. 


Text of Committee’s Report. 

The committee made this flat statement in 
connection with the report and the succeed- 
ing recommendations: se 

‘Investigation shows that no comprehen- 
sive statement of appropriations asked is 
available to the public or to members of the 
state legislature, no showing of the total 
appropriations asked, the purposes for which 
they are to be applied, how these appropria- 
tions compare with the appropriations made 
by the last legislature, how much are for 
permanent improvements and how much for 
operation or maintenance. 

**In asking appropriations the practice is 
for every department, commission, institu- 
tion, or person who wants money to ask for 
it without regard te other demands and to 
bring to bear all] the pressure of influence, 
argument, or agitation available upon the 
committees on appropriations and upon 
members of the legislature. The noijisiest and 
most influential delegations do not always 
advocate the most meritorious causes, and 
in the closing hours of the session the thank- 
less task of codrdinating appropriations and 
income is thrown on the chairmen of the, 
house and senate committees and on the 
governor. 

“Such a system is hasty. old fashioned, 
wasteful, and unscientific. Economy and the 
public consideration of appropriations as an 
interdependent whole is a crying need in this 
state, and the penalty for disregarding it 
will be an increased tax rate. 

“Another unfortunate phase of present 
methods is that many good and necessary 
measures are in danger of being neglected. 
The state is crippled even in projecting a 
program for the educational, charitable, and 
correctional service at all adequate to pro- 
vide for the ini situation. - 


Recommendations Are Made. 

** Your committee recommends: 

“ That the revenue laws of the state be ex- 
amined by competent experts with a\view to 
revision of the present revenue system of the 
state in accordance with senate bill No. 210. 

“That requests for appropriations be re- 
ferred to the executive prior to the session of 
the general assembly by the managers of the 
various state institutions, departments, and 
branches, so that such requests may be clas- 
sified, itemized, and coirdinated. 

*“ That a method be devised for the publica- 
tion of tables showing all amounts and items 
for which appropriations are asked and the 
amount and percentage of increase and de- 
crease involved. - ‘ 

“That in view of the present emergéncy 
the appropriations now asked be cut down so 
far as is consistent with the proper admiinis- 
tration of the state and that items for which 
there is no immediate, imperativa necessity 
be stricken out.” 


Big Increase Sought. 


The tabulation shows that the charitable 
institutions in 1907 obiained appropriations 
of $6,603,402, and that they ask this year an 
increase of $1,905,9%. against which is 
charged off a decrease of $126 486 for new cot- 
tages at the Soldiers’ home at Quincy. 

Uther new charitable appropriations asked 
for include those indorsed by the state board 
of charities: Institution for improvable epi- | 
leptics, $110,000; new insane hospital, $110,- 
000; two colonies for Insane epileptics. $73.- 
500; expenses Dunning Insane hospital, $385.- 
7#. “Uther bills not specifically approved by 
the board of charities carry for a coneump- 
tive sanitarium $200,000; Eastern Illinois 
Training School for Girls, $100,000; surgical 
institution for children, $60 000. 

The educational institutions of the state ask 
for a net increase over the 1907 appropria- 
tions of $2,135,086.75, of which increase the 
University of Illinois alone demands $1,821,- 
410, bringing the total educational requests 
to nearly $5,500,000. 

The correctional institutions, including the 
two penitentiaries and the Pontiac reforma- 
tory, request an increase over 1907 of $184,550. 


Request of National Guard. 


The Illinois National guard asks an in- 
crease of appropriation over 1907 of $1,082. - 
467, after charging off $44,000 for additional 
land at Camp Logan, $150,000 for the Seventh 
Regiment armory, €hd $7,500 for the Nava! 
reserve boathouse authorized by the last 
general assembly. In the list of increases 
requested, however, it is edmitted at Spring- 
field that ma of the appropriation bills 
which have been offered asking for armories 
at various places have never had the slight- 
est chance of passage. 

For the first time in many legislative 
sessions the Illinois and MicNigan canal com- 
mission makes no request for an appropria- 
tion. The decreases noted are the internal 
improvement commission of $7,000, the Bast 
St. Louls free employment office of $320. the 
Lindein home trustees of $2,700, and the Lin- 
coln Mosmument trustees of $2,000. Every 
other state department wants an increase in 
appropriation starting with the live stock 
commission, which asks for an increase of 
$629,360. The highway commission wants 
$100,000 extra, the board of health asks for 
$61,800 more, and the pure food commission 
and the fish commission speak for $39,000 
more each. 

The 1907 appropriations not needed in 1909 
total $805,844, and the 1907 appropriations 
for which requests have not yet been filed 
carry $5,819,400.

He has not been 
gt his office, but the story goes that he has 
been directing his campaign from hjs house, 
which is connected with his office by special 
telephone wire. 

Brokers Have Been Suspicious. 

Brokers on the floor of the board of trade 
pave been suspicious since early in the week 
that the hand of the general was once more 
at the helm, as the buying and manipulation 
in July wheat since Monday have been on a 
scale which usually indicates the presence of 
the intrepid “Jim” Patten.

an absclute secret. He has not been seen Ly 
gny Evanstonians, having confined his out- 
door, exercise, it is said, to nocturnal walks 
along unfrequented streets and around his 
own grounds. Evenafter a reporter of THE 
TRIBUNE learned positively that Mr. Patten 
was bere, ne called up the house and a wom- 
an’s voice answered. : 

“Is Mr. Patten there?’’ asked the reporter. 

“No,”’ replied the voice. 

“Is hein the city?” persisted the reporter. 

“IT do not know,’ answered the voice. 

The receiver then was hung up at the other 
end.

Wheat Soaring Since Return. 

Wheat has been soaring since the report- 
ei return. May wheat made a new rec- 
ord during the day, going to $1.20, a quar- 
ter of a point higher than the previous high 
record on April 16, and July wheat has 
climbed back to $1.17\44 since April 27, when 
it struck the bottom mark of $1.05@1.05%. 
However, that option has not yet reached the 
_highest point in its caréer, which was $1.18% 
on the same day that May went to $1.29\. 
Nor did the market retain its advance to- 
day, May closing where it was Tuesday 
pight, $1.28, and July closed \c to %c lower 
than the previous close. r 

Patten’s house has been a heavy buyer of 
July wheat since Monday. One in a sthfle 
they feel\the market out and’try to gell a 
little wheat, but so far every time their 
brokers have been detected selling wheat the 
rest of the crowd shies away, and the market 
has a sharp break. So far as can be learned 
there is little trading by the public. 


Recalls Leiter’s Predicament. 

Patten's position is practically the same as 
that_in which Joseph Leiter found himself 
at the time when he was running his famous 
though unsuccessful corner. He ts obliged 
to carry his operations over into July in 
order to ‘hold the price of that option up 
and to give him a chance to merchandise the 
cash wheat which he is now taking in on 
May contracts. This wheat is said to have 
cost him an average of $1.10, and he already 
has had delivered to him 2.150,000 bu, and 
tle sellers have until the last day of the 
month to make their deliveries in. 

It was learned during the day that two 
boatioads of wheat, containing about 1,000,- 
000 bushels, were cleared from Duluth for 
Chicago, destined to be dumped into the 
Patten hoppers... Altogether, it is believed 
he will have to take in between 8,000,000 and 
10,000,000 bushels, and. with the present nar- 
row market it would be impossible to mer- 
chandise any considerable portion of itina 
hurry without causing a big slump, according 
to cash grain handlers : 

“If nature come to his assistance,” said 
a@ broker, “‘and the new crop is unusually 
retarded, Patten may win out, otherwise it 
looks as if he was in for a deluge. Unfor- 
tunately for him, the public is scared out, and 
the trade on the floor is in the hands of the 
professionals, who are too wise to load up 
heavy on this high priced wheat for July 
delivery, and at the same time have too 
much fear of Patten and his millions to sell 
much wheat short. They are just trailing 
along.”

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WOMAN LEADS PATHISIS WAR 


Miss Edna L. Foley Comes to 
Take Charge of Disease Fight. 


TO BE SUPERVISING NURSE. 


Responsibility for Treatment of Pa- 
tients Will Rest with Her. 


A woman is to be In charge of the real fight 
against the white plague, which is to be 
waged by the Chicago Tuberculosis Institute. 
She is Miss Edna L. Foley of Boston, Mass., 
and she already has taken up her preliminary 
duties at the offices of the institute in the 
Rand-McNally building, 158 Adams street. 

The institute has seven dispensaries in 
different parts of the city and nine graduate 
nurses, who assist in treating the tubercu- 
losis patients. Over these dispensaries and 
nurses Miss Foley will have full charge and 
the responsibility for the treatment of the 
afflicted will rest with her. 


Familiar with Disease. 

‘“T have a number of plans which I hope to 
put in operation in a few weeks," said Miss 
Foley. ‘“‘My experience with tuberculosis 
has been such that I believe I am thoroughly 
familiar with every phase of the dread di- 
sease. With the facilities at hand in Chi- 
‘cago we have the best chance in the world of 
getting the upper hand tn the battle.” 

Miss Foley is a young woman, having grad- 
uated from Smith college in 1901. When she 
left college she decided to become a nurse. 
She took a course at the Hartford Training 
school and later became head of the nursing 
department in the Hartford hospital. She 
also was connected with the Childs’ hospital 
of Albany and the Children’s hospital of 
Boston. She resigned her position in .the 
Boston Consumptive hospital to come to Chi- 


cago. 
To Be Supervising Nurse. 

The title Miss Foley will bear in the in- 
stitute work will be that of supervising nurse. 
She will attend to assigning the assistant 
nurses to different cases and will pay per- 
sonal attention to checking up field work and 
to matters of reporting and records. 

The report of the dispensary department 
for the first four months of this year shows 
that 5,115 patients came to the dispensaries, 
939 of which were new cases and 4,176 were 
return visits. It also shows that 3,827 visits 
were made by the nurses to homes of patients. 


CALLS CONSULAR SERVICE 
MACHINE TO SELL GOODS. 


E. Allen Frost Points Out, However, 
That One Defect Is Number of For- 
eigners Employed by Government. 


“A great big government machine to se 
goods” is the way E. Allen Frost, general 
counsel of the National Business League of 
America, defined the United States consular 
service in a talk to young men in the Y. M. 
C. A. building last night. Mr. Frost urged 
his hearers to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunities this service is offering to men of in- 
telligence, energy, and ability. 

“The great business openings today,’’ he 
asserted, “are in the selling and distribu- 
tion of manufactured products. The big 
manufacturing plants are turning out more 
goods in six months than the country can 
consume in a year and a half. 

“ What is the result? The manufacturers 
have got to find.a market for their products, 
either by making people in this country use 
more goods or finding a foreign market. The 
findjig of new markets is the work of the 
consular service. ) 

“One trouble with the consular service 
has been that it was used for political pur- 

es. President Roosevelt made a regula- 
tion that prospective appointees should pass 
an examination, and we are now working to 
have this regulation enacted into law. At 
present, however, 60 per cent of the men in 
the consular work are foreigners.”

Scout for Cabmen Objects to Two 
Nonunion Drivers. 


UNDERTAKER CALIS POLICE. 


Compromise Finally Reached and 
Woman’s Body Taken to Church. 


The funeral of Mrs. Catherine Smith, which 


took place yesterday from 3 Institute place, 
temporarily was stopped by Business Agent 
John Butler of the Carriage and Cab Drivers’ 
union, because two nonunion drivers fur- 
nished by Peter Maloney, 317 Wells street, 
were driving. 

According to the police, Butler went to the 
Smith residence and ordered the driver of the 
hearse, a union man, not to allow the body to 
be carried out until union men had been 
supplied for all the carriages. The funeral 
was conducted by Dennis N. Carroll of Carroy 
& Sons, undertakers, 203 Wells street, who 
summonéd the police. 

Detectives Walley and Wagenknecht of the 
East Chicago avenue station were detailed 
to the funeral and Butler then compromised 
by allowing the cortege to proceed to St. 
Dominic's Roman Catholic church, Locust 
and Sedgwick streets. During the services at 
the church, Butler called up Maloney on the 
telephone and ordered him to send union 
drivers for the two nonunion men. Maloney 
complied. 


Says Intentions Were Good. 

Butler denied that he ordered the funeral 
stopped or ordered the driver of the hearse 
to prevent the body from being carried out 
of the house. 

“They called the police because they 
seemed to fear that I intended to step the 
funeral,” said he. “ The fact that I did not 
eall the union drivers out, but allowed the 
norunion men to drive to the church in order 
to give Maloney time to send union men.

Resolutions Hit Armaments. 

At the day session the resolutions were

L. Hartman of Lancaster, Pa., a picturesque 
veteran who had not heard them read, alone 
objecting. The resolutions adopted follow: 

* Resolved,- By this second United States 
national peace congress that public war is 
now out of date, a relic of barbarism un- 
worthy of our time, and that the nations of 
the world by joint agreement, by a league 
of peace among themselves, ought to make 
its recurrence hereafter imposeible. 

‘* Resolved, That no dispute between na- 
tions, except such as may involve the na- 
tional life and independence, should be re- 
served from arbitration, and that a general 
treaty of obligatory arbitration should be 
included at the earliest pcssible date. Pend- 
ing euch & general treety, we urge upon our 
government and the other leading powers 
such broadening of the scope of their arbitra- 
tion treaties as shall provide, after the 
example of the Danish-Netherlands treaty, 
for the reference to The Hague court of all 
differences whatever not settled otherwise 
by peaceful means. 

* Resolved, That the prevailing rivalry tn 
armaments, both on larfd and sea, which 
imposes such exhausting burdens of taxa- 
tion on the people. and is the fruitful source 
of suepicion, bitter feeling, and war alarms, 
is wholly unworthy of enlightened modern 
rations, is a lamentable fallure as a basis 
of enduring peace, and ought to be arrested 
by agreement of the powers without delay.

That was not a soldier's 
war; it was brought on becaiiseof a desire of 
commerce on the part of those two nations in 
Corea and the holding of a balance of trade 
and what they called the sphere of influence 
in China. The soldiers fought it out. Ags 
soon as that came about, the English had de- 
sires in Thibet and they put the troops there. 
They cid not have much resistance and the 
troops brought about peace. 

* Just before that we had the South African 
war. Soldiers did not bring thatabout. The 
real foundation of that was the big gold 
mines that they found there. That cube of 
gold in those hills was too much for a smal] 
people like the Boers to have, and the great 
nation takesit. [Laughter.] The Boers gave 
them some trouble for awhile, and the sol- 
diers settled it. 

‘* Just before that we had a war ourselves 
with Spain. The people here, of course, think 
that it was caused by the blowing up of the 
Maine: that is not true. The war between 
the United States and Spain commenced 
some years before.

Resolved, Tuat this peace congress ex- 
presses its high appreciation of the action 
of our government in the recent conclusion 
of twenty-three arbitration treaties, and in 
the promotion of friendly relations between 
the various American republics. It recdg- 
nizes with special satisfaction what was 
done by our government and representatives 
at the second Hague conference in behalf 
of a general treaty of obligatory arbitra- 
tion, a court of arbitral justice, the im- 
munity of private property at sea from 
capture in time of war, and\the establish- 
men of a periodic congress of the nations, 
and in support of the proposition of the 
British government for limitation of arma- 
ments.

As an dmmediate 
step to this end, we urge our government, 
in obedience to the charge of the second 
Hague conference, as well as the first, that 
all nations should earnestly. address them- 
selves to this problem, to create a special] 
commission of the highest character for its 
consideration, whose report shall serve as 
a basis for the action of our delegates at 
the third Hague conference.

“ Resolved, That this congress earnestly 
indorses the movement so auspiciously be- 
gun by the governments ef Denmark and 
Great Britain to provide at public cost for 
constructive measures to promote interna- 
tional good understanding, hospitality, and 
friendship, and appeals to our own govern- 
ment for broad and generous action upon 
these lines.” 

“ Resolved, That this congress, represent- 
ing all sections of our great country, ap- 
peals to our churches, schools, and press, 
our workingmen's and tommercial organiza- 
tions, and to. all men of good will, for in- 
creased devotion to this commanding cause 
and such large support of its active agencies 
as shall strongly advance the great meas- 
ures which are to come before the next 
Hague conference, and shall mafntain our 
nation in high and influential leadership in 
behalf of international justice and order.”

Chicagoans Don’t Want to Move 
Clocks Two Hours Ahead. 


LEAVE FATHER TIME ALONE 


Shopgirl and Shopkeeper Agree That 
Things Are Well as They Stand, 


Shall Chicagoans “ postpone’’ their rising 
hour from 7:30 to 5:30 a. m.? And in the 
same burst of energy? shall the tinge clocks, 
which record the tardy marks in the busi- 
ness world, be moved up two hours ahead 
of their usual schedule, so that, for instance, 
the little girl who now begins her day of 
toil at 8 will start in upon it at 6, with the 
end that she gets through two hours earlier? 

Well, not if Chicagoans know themselves, 
they shall not. 

The suggestion came to the city yesterday 
via Cincinnati, where some of the prominent 
business men and politicians are agitating a 
national movement for changing business 
hours during the summer, making them begin 
two hours earlier than in other seasons. 

The discouraging answer came from Chi- 
cagoans of all classes experienced, in early 
rising and in assisting others to the same 
noble end. Mamie and Edna and Dollie and 
Clarice, grouped informally in the rooms of 
the trades union league, when interviewed 
for publication expressed themselves in one 


phrase. 
Shopgirls Say “No.” 


“ Hx-cu-u-se me,” ‘they began. ‘It’s hard 
enough to get on your cap and apron to serve 
the early shift at 6 a. m., without starting 
two hours earlier. Besides, it would never 
mean that we'd get off to the parks to view 
the lake and the spring flowers two hours 
earlier. It would only mean that we'd get 
stuck on late watch and work two hours 
more, at 20 cents an hour. Then we couldn't 
give our dances two hours earlier at night, 
so the ena would be that we'd get just exact- 
ly no sleep at gill.” 

The plan has long been agitated in Eng- 
land, having been presented to parliament a 
number of times, and its provisions were not 
entirely unknown to local men of affairs. 
Though the change should be made scien- 
tifically and in all departments of activity, 
business men here could see no good in it. 
The change, it seems, would be made at mid- 
night, and by setting the clock up twenty 
minutes a month for three months, *‘ 80 you 
wouldh’t notice it.” but prevailing opinion 
bad it that Chicagoane could not be tricked. 

“It's hard enough to get them down at 
8:30,” said B. F, Kelly of Mandel Bros. and 
secretary of the State Street Merchants’ 
association. ‘1 hesitate to say what would 
happen to the time clock if we moved it up 
two hours. I assure you it will meet with 
the entire and hearty disapprobation of 
State street merchants. They don't need to 
hold a meeting for me to tell that.” 


Would Serve No Purpose, 

* We'd get our help down and there would 
not be any customers,” said Joseph Basch 
of Siegel, Cooper & Co. “I'd sooner give 
them those two hours outright, for the time 
at that hour in the morning wouldn't be of 
any use to us.”

NOTED FOR UNIQUE DINNERS. 


Marries Englishman After Deserting

LONDON, May 5.—Mrs. J. T. Magoun, 
daughter of the late Gen. Torrence of Chi- 
cago, was married today to W. G. Blakiston 
in St. Andrews’ church, Kensington. 


BRIDE ONCE PROMINENT HERE. 

At one time Mrs. Jessie Torrence Magoun- 
Alexander-Blakiston was prominent in so- 
cial. circles of Chicago. As the daughter of 
Gen. Joseph T. Torrence, a widower, and 
mistress of one of the finest mansions in the 
city, she gave many unique entertainments. 
Dinners were her specialty, and invitations 
to these affairs were much sought by mem- 
bers of the younger north side set. 

Like her father, Mrs. Blakiston was fond 
of horses and showy equippage and, 
despite the fact that her mother was killed 
in a runaway by being thrown from a high 
cart, it was not many monthe afterward 
that the daughter was seen daily on the Lake 
Shore drive in a high cart. 


First Marriage Surprise. 

Her marriage to Kingsley Magoun, a young 
New Yorker, came as a surprise to her Chi- 
cago friends, and it also virtually separated 
her from her Chicago associates. She did 
not return to the city until she was obliged 
to come here to settle some of her father's 
tangled affairs after his death. 

While all his property was left to her, a 
claimant appeared who said he was her 
brother and Gen. Torrence’s son, and threat- 
ened legal proceedings to break the will. A 
settlement was made with him and Mrs, 
Magoun returned to New York. 


Weds Counsel for Embassy. 

Her first husband died ag a result of an 
accident after they had been married a few 
years. 

Shortly afterward Mrs. Magoun took up 
her residtnce abroad, where she met and 
married Henry Addison Alexander, legal 
counsel for the American ambagsador to 
France.

The rubber bceot is not an isolated case, 
‘Practically the same principle is applied to 
every other article which contains the slight- 
est fragment of cotton’ or wool, the result 
being to fix the actual customs duty far above 
that specified in the official tables provided 
80 carefully by Mr. Payne and Mr. Aldrich. 
The obscurity of these schedules in the 
present law and as they &re proposed to be 
reénacted has at last been drawn to the at- 
tention of the senate in a way which cannot 
be escaped. There are ad valorem duties, 
specific duties, and compound duties, all pro- 
vided ‘in the tame paragraph and for the 
same. thing. There are cross. references 
which refer to previous or later paragrap}s, 
and there is @yery reason to believe Senator 
Dolliver was entirely within bounds when he 
Geclared these schedule’. were cleverly in- 
tended to deceive the general public... 


Blankets Example of Trickery. 

The movement for a clearer and simpler 
style of tariff bill, has attained formidable 
Preportions' in thé senate. and’ it includes 
many senators who would ordinarily vote 
with Mr. Aldrich for almost anything, but 
who have been startled by the discovery that 


some of the sections of the existing law are. 


so cleverly worded as to create duties which 
are out of all proportion to the cost of man- 
ufacture. Under the guise of protecting the 
wool manufacturers the law has been so con- 
structed as to compe! the articles composed 
im part of wool to be taxed at such a rate as 
would be assessed upon them if composed 
wholly of wool, and, in addition, a rate which 
provides for such manufactures in their 
proper class. 

For instance, in the existing law, which is 
not changed by either the senate or house 
bill, it is provided that “on blankets com- 
posed wholly or in part of wool, valued at 
more than 50 cents per pound, the duty per 
pound shall be three times the duty imposed 
by this section, and in addition thereto 40 per 
cent ad valorem.” 

One would think the purpose of this com- 
plicated provision was to protect ‘the wool 
manufacturers for the small amount of wool 
which might be in the blanket, but in point 
of fact it assesses the blanket first of all ag 
if it were made of pure wool, and then soaks 
it because it is a blanket besides. 


Duty Nearly Equals Cost. 

In the case under inspection a blanket 
worth 60 certs a pound would be taxed not 
on the amount of wool in it, but on Its total 
weight. The duty or unwashed wool of the 
first class is 11 cents, so that a pound of 
blanket, worth 60 cents, would first of all 
have to pay 33 cents into the treasury, al- 
though it might not have 10 cents’ worth of 
wool in its composition.’ That would be te 
_ punish it for the crime of having arly woolat 
all. Then it would be assessed 40 per cent 


ad valorem, which would be 24 cents forthe © 


further crime of being a blanket. 

This complicated duty mourits. up in the 
ease of this particular blanket to 57 cents on 
a pound of blanket worth 60 cents, the résult 
being practically to double the cost of a cheap 
blanket to the poor consumer, bécause it con- 
tained a little bit of wool, the rate of duty 
being exactly the same as if it were made of 
the finest wool throughout. 

Those who are following Mr. Delliver pro- 
pose to make an effort to knock out every one 
of these complicated paragraphs, and there 
are scores of them in the cotton, silk, flax, 
and woolen schedules, to say nothing of the 
fantastically complicated duties which are 
assessed on manufactured products of iron 
and steel. This contingent among the sen- 
ators wants every article given a tariff rate 
based on its merits. They are willing that 
wool should be assessed as wool, and cotton 
as cotton, and flax as flax, and silk as silk, but 
they are unwilling that cheap cloth, such 
as the poor man wears, shall be assessed at 
the same rate as if it were made of the finest 
amported woolen goods. 


Fight for Plain Statements. 

Senator Dolliver or some other of the west- 
ern senators will offer an amendment to 
each one of these deceptive paragraphs in- 
tended to correct this great abuse, which has 
assessed the farmer and laboring man to add 
to the profits of the New England manufac- 
turers. : 

In doing this they will have the hearty sup- 

_ port of a great many importers and whole- 
salors, who believe the tariff bill can be.sim- 
plified and made to carry specific or ad 
valorem dutics which will be so plainly ex- 
pressed that they may be understood any 
biisiness man, whereas now no one but @ cus. 
toms expert can unravel the tangle purposely 
made in the schedules on textiles, and even 
experts themselves frequently differ in 
the results they arrive at. 

The result of these confused tariff sched- 
ules has been, first of all, to embarrass trade; 
gsetondly, to give to certain manufacturers a 
protection far in excess of that to which they 
are entitled under any reasonable economic 
law; and, third, to place in the hand of the 
board of general appraisers a tremendous 
power which enables them, in effect, to dic- 
tate the prices on textiles throughout the 


United States. 


LODGE STIRS MANY PROTESTS.

Washington, D. C., May 5.—Senator Dolll-- 
ver of lowa resumed his attack on the Payne 
tariff bill today and brought about a sharp 
colloquy; with Senator Lodge. He also had 
some sharp words with Senators Smoot and 
Tillman and called forth a reply by Senator 
Aldrich in which Mr. Aldrich declared no 


important change had been made from the

Replying to a suggestion Mr. Aldrich made 


yesterday, Mr. Dolliver in beginning his 
speech declared it made no difference to bfm 
if a men of the acute mind of Senator Vest

ing measure. 

“My friend, the senator from Rhode Isl- 
and,”’ he continued, “seemed to get a good 
€eal of comfort by sneering at me because I 


had sought the advice of persons qualified to. 
speak on these questions. Such a thing was. 


not only uncalled for, but it is little short of 
ridiculous when a senator sits here and. in 


answer to questions reads from pamphiets 
prepared by experts. In view of that course. 


I submit that he is in no position to complain 

if I talk with wise and good men to prepare 
myself to address this body and the people 
of the United States.” 

Recalling that Mr. Aldrich had said it 
would be shown that no changes increasing 
the cotton rates had been made by the senate 
committee on finance, Mr. Dolliver said if 
that was a correct statement he would ex- 
pect ali of the italics carrying Senate amend- 

_ ments to be stricken from the measure. , The 
fact was, he said, that these cotton rates

Warns of Nation’s. Protest. 

Mr. Dolliver said the time was coming when 
the controversy over the tariff will be trans- 
ferred by law to a tribunal where it can be 
passed upon “‘ with more wisdom than a per- 
son is jiable to meet about the corridors of the 
capitol.’’: wrt gan 

He warned bis colleagues that if this tariff 
-bill should be put through without amend- 
ment. it would cause an immediate country 
van ne yy ys 2 another revision. i 

enator ch.entered the cham 
after Mr. Dolliver concluded, and on 
eridge appealed to him for a shortening of 
the hours during which the senate shall sit. 
Mr. Aldrich ‘replied that if better progress 
was not madé it would soon he his duty. to ask 
that the daily sessions be lengthened. 

Replying to Mr. Dolliver's remarks, Mr. 
Aldrich said that when the woolen and cot- 
ton schedules weré+reached he would show 
that in the cotton schedule no important 


except in the substitution of specific for ad 
valorem duties and a raise in the rate on 
clothes, This substitution had been made, he 
said, to prevent undervaluation. 

Mr. Aldrich defended the names of men re- 
sponsible for tariff legislation since 1867 
mentioning many by name. 

Mr. Bailey declared that there is no sched- 
ule in the tariff which exemplifies the frauds 
and injustice. of the entire protective system 
so well as the woolen schedule. 

Defending the woolen schedule Mr. Carter 
asserted that the difference in the wages in 
this country and in South America andi other 
wool producing countries would justify a 
tariff of 300 per cent on wool and woolens. 
Free trade, he declared. practically wiped out 
the woolen industry. 

Mr. Carter declared the Dingley law “ was 
the wisest and best balanced tariff law any- 
body ever knew.” 


Reading of Bill Resumed. 

The reading of the tariff bill for the adop- 
tion of amendments, passed over when the 
measure was first read, was resumed today, 
having been displaced since April 23 by 
speeches of senators who have discussed the 
tariff measure. 

On motion of Senator Aldrich; the duty on 
blue vitriol or sulphate of copper was reduced 
from one-half to one-quarter of one cent per 
pound. — | 

Mr. Al@rich agreed that any amendment, 
whether it had been passed over or not, might 
be amended without the formality of a mo- 
tion to reconsider. Mr. Culberson appealed 
to the chair for a vote on all amendments 
rather than to have them adopted by a state- 
ment of the chair that without objection they 
would be considered as adopted. 

The proposed increase of the duty on cellu- 
loid to the Dingley rate of 65 cents a pound 
and -25 per cent ad valorem, inst®ad of 50 
cents and 20 per cent as fixed in the house 
bill, called out Democratic objection, and 
there followed a long discussion on the lower 
level of Japanese labor, which produces most 
of the competition for the American celluloid, 
the higher duties being retained. 


Bristow. Fights Paint Rates. 


Amendments on lead ore and lead products 
from which paint is manufactured called 
forth a storm of criticism. Senator Bristow 
moved that the house provision of 2% cents 
per pound, instead of 3% cents per pound on 
orange minéral, as proposed by the commit- 
tee, be retained in the bill. Mr. Bristow de- 
clared this latter rate meant an increase on 
all the paint used by farmers, and in that 
statement he was joined by Mr. Nelson. 

Mr. Aldrich replied that the increase only 
made the duty the same as that provided 
in the Dingley law. 

Mr. Burkett said that such an explanation 
was not satisfying to senators. ‘‘ The Ding- 
ley law may have been all right for the day 
in which it was made.” he said, ‘' but now we 
are making another bill, the reason for which. 
is found in the changed conditions. Hence 
I want to know more of the reasons for this 
change.” 

Mr. Aldrich replied that the duty amounted 
to about 75 or 100 per cent ad valorem, and 
added that it had always been the policy of 
congress to protect the lead industry, which 
was the leading industry of some states. 


Chair Turns Down Heyburn. 

The reguiar order being called for on a 
demand by Mr. Bristow for @ yea or nay 
yote, the roll ca}l was begun. Mr. Heyburn 
attempted to take the floor and the chair 
ruled that it was too late to interrupt the 
call. A murmur of protest was heard in 
various parts of the chamber, Mr. Heyburn

The vote on orange mineral was regarded 
as a test vote on all the amendments, bring- 
ing the duties on lead ore arid its products 
up to the rates of the Dingley bill, and the 
rate proposed by the committee of 3% ‘cents 
per pound, instead of the house rate of 2% 
cents per pound, was agreed to 41 to 35. 

When. the duty on white lead was reached 
Mr. Bristow renewed his objection to the 
increase. 

“The men who want this increase are 
here,”’ declared Mr. Bristow with great ani- 
mation, “ but the man who pays the bill is 
at home and that is why I voted against 
these fhcreases.”’ 

Senator Crawford of South Dakota de- 
livered an impassioned address, in which 
he said: ‘* Wecame here with the idea that 
we were to revise these schedules downward, 
and I shall vote that way unless good reason 
is shown why I should vote otherwise." 


Both Sides Analyze Bill. 

Statementa were made to the senate by 
Senator Aldrich, representing the finance 
committee, and Senator Culberson, the mi- 
nority leader, analyzing the tariff bill as it 
was reported to the senate and comparing 
it, so far as increases and reductions are 
concerned, with the Dingley law. 

Senator Culberson figured the decreases to 
be 356, the increases 316, and the number of 
articles on which the duties are unchanged 
to be 1,271. Mr. Aldrich made'the reductions 
8T9, but furhished no figures as to the num- 
ber of increases made. He expressed sur- 
prise at the numbef of increases announce 
by Mr. Culberson and declared that the state- 
ment must have been prepared “ by a won- 
derful man.” Mr. Culberson retorted that 
they were prepared by an expert from the 
treasury department, who is thoroughly com-

COST THE ONE DRAWBACK 


President May Ask. That Bonds 
Be Issued to Cover Expenses 


of the Project. 


_ BY JOHN CALLAN O'LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., May 5.—{Special.]—A 
comprehensive scheme for the permanent 
improvement of the waterways of the United 
States is being prepared by a committee ap- 
pointed by congress for the purpose. The 
scheme, when completed, will be shown to 
President Taft. Thus, before action is sought, 
it is proposed to have congress and the exec- 
utive.in fall accord as to the policy to be 
pursued in connection with this important 
subject. 

To some extent the work of the committee 
and that of the waterways commission cre- 
ated by President Roosevelt conflict. The 
Roosevelt commission, however, has gone out 
of legal existence as a result of the provision 
enacted during the last: session forbidding 
bodies of this character not specifically au- 
thorized by law. President Taft has been 
urged to recommend to congress that an ap- 
propriation be made which will permit the 
revival of the commission, but is becoming 
apparent that a suggestion to this effect 
from the White house would meet with a 
chilly reception at the capitol. 

Congress. expects its own committee to 
make a comprehensive study, not only of the 
waterways system of the United States, but 
of those of the European countries and to 
report to it at as early a date as practicable 
a plan of waterway improvement the execu- 
tion, of which will cover a number of years. 


Roosevelt Committee to Aid. 


The Roosevelt waterways commission is in 
hearty sympathy with thepurpose’‘of the con- 
gressional committee and will give it the 
benefit of its investigations. The Roosevelt 
commission, in spite of its lack of lega) stand- 
ing, does not propose entirely to abandon a 
work which it considers important to the in- 
dividual as well as to the nation. 

In accordance with the wish of congress, it 
is the Intention of the committee it has or- 
ganized, immediately after adjournment, to 
make an inspection of conditions prevailing 
on the great lakes and waters tributary 
thereto and probably pass over the route of 
the proposed canal from Chicago tothe gulf. 
When this trip shall have ended arrange- 
ments will be made for thé committee to visit 
England, Germany, and France to ascertain 
what is being done by those countries in the 
way of waterways improvements, methods 
pursued in doing the work and paying there- 
for, and the effect upon the welfare of the 


-people. 


Upon its return to the United States the 
committee will consider the data it has col- 
lected and decide in a general way upon the 
character of the improvements to be made 
in\the future. It is not expected, #ave in cases 
of importance to the entire nation, such as 
the Takes to the gulf canal, that any par- 
ticular localities will be selected for govern- 
ment attention. The committee will decide 
whether it will be advisable to make a bond 
issue which will cover the cost of the pro- 
posed improvements, or whether the expense 
should be met from the ordinary revenues of 
government, 


Burton Will Guide Work. 

"The chairman of the committee is Senator 
Burton of Ohio, who is a legislative expert 
upon waterways. Senator Burton was for 
years chairman of the rivers and harbors 
committee of the house. He realises that the 
log rolling process now pursued in connec- 
tion with the rivers and harbors bills is 
wasteful and extravagant and he would like 
to have a general policy enunciated by the 
government which would insure the most 
satisfactory results at the lowest possible 
cost. 

In this attitude, Mr. Burton undoubtedly 
expresses the view of the entire country. 
With the country facing a deficit of more 
than $100,000,000, it would be obviously un- 
wise for congress to appropriate $70,000,000 
or $80,000,000 at the next session, or even 
the session thereafter for waterway improve- 
ments. And yet so eager are the members 
of congress to show their constituents that 
they really are doing something in Washing- 
ton that they are willing to vote for a bill 
tapping the public treasury, no matter how 
hard up the,federal government may be. 

As far as possible, Mr. Burton, when at 
the head of the house rivers and harbors 
committee, sought tq restrict the appropria- 
tions to meritorious cases, but his policy 
frequently was nullified by action In the sen- 
ate and the willingness on the part of the 
members of the house to accept amendments 
in order to escape with their own particula 
pieces of pork. , : Nei , 

Lakes to Gulf Plan’ First. ° 

The most important feature ofthe work 
of the congressional committee will relate to 
the project for the construction of the lakes 
to gulf canal. Congréss received, some time 
ago, a report of the engineering board, show- 
ing that it will cost more than $30,000,000 to 
bulld a 14 foot cang! from Chicago to the 
Mississippi. The war department now is 
considering a report’ from the Mississippi 
river commission expressing an opinion as 
to the feasibility and cost of providing a 4 
foot channel from St. Louis to the gulf. 

The department refuses at’ this time to 
make the report public. 
the views of the board commented upon by 
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ment decline to indicate what estimate has 

béen submitted, but it is understood to reach 

enormous figure, and if the improvement 

is to be made it is apparent that the most 

satisfactory method of paying for it will

Besides making an investigation of the 
waterways improvements, congress proposes 
to be informed in regard to the work which 
has been done in connection with trrigation 
and the reclamation of arid lands. Senator 
Carter of Montana, chairman of the commit- 
tee, is charged with this branck of public 
service. About $50,000,000 has been spent 
to date by the reclamation service, and 
projects have been prepared for improve- 
ments costing as much more. 

Senator Carter is in full sympathy with 
the purpose to add to the arable land coun- 
try, but he wants every dollar spent to yield 
adequate returns. He has proposed to his 
colleagues that they joig him in an inspection 
of the work done by the reclamation serv- 
ice. The committee will assemble in Chi- 
cago next September, and will tour the west- 
ern states, where works have been construct- 
ed or are being built. It is expected that the 
results of the trip will aid the committee 
not only in determining if work is being done 
economically, but whether the policy is one 
that should be pursued in as comprehensive 
a way as has been the case up to date. 


SEVEN PERSONS SENTENCED 
IN PITTSBURG GRAFT CASES. 


Heavy Prison Terms and Fines Placed 
Against Former Bankers, Council- 
men, and Hotel Keeper. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 5.—Sentences were im- 
posed on seven persons convicted within the 
last few weeks in the municipal graft cases. 
The sentences follow: 

W. W. Ramsey, former national bank pres- 
ident, convicted of bribery, eighteen months’ 
imprisonment and a fine of $1,000. 

Capt. John F, Klein, councilman, two years 
and a fine of $1,00U on the bribery conviction 
and eighteen months on the conspiracy con- 
viction. 

Joseph C. Wasson and William Brand, for- 
mer councilmen, each eighteen months ande 
fine of $500 for conspiracy. 

H. M. Bolger, hotelkeeper, two years and a 
fine of $500 for bribery. 

Charles Colbert and John Colbert, oonvict- 
ed of attempting to bribe a jury in the Ram- 
sey bribery case, two years and a fine of 3500 
each. 

Former Bank Cashier A. A. Vilsack was not 
sentenced today, and it is said will not be till 
after he has testified in several other cases 
which are likely to come up soon, 

All the men sentenced except the two Col- 
berts applied to the Superior court for writs 
of supersedeas. The writs were granted and 
the applicants admitted to bail.

ENGLAND TO BUILD AIRSHIPS. 


Prime Minister Says Work of Con- 
struction Has Been Divided Be- 
tween Army and Navy. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 5.—The government has 
taken an important step in recognition of 
the obviously growing seriousness of the 
problem of aeronautics, from a national 
standpoint, by creating a new: scientific de- 
partment for the study of the problem with 
reference to the imperial defense. 

Prime Minister Asquith announced today 
in the house of commons that the work ‘of 
revising the building of dirigible airships has 
been divided between the army and navy. 

With a view of insuring the highest scien- 
tific talent that can be brought to bear on 
the task the government has requested the 
national physical laboratory to organize a 
special department for the continuous in- 
vestigation, experimental and otherwise, of 
questions which must from time to time be 
solved in order to adequately guide the con- 


struction of airships.

THE TAXES ON CLOTHING. 

The wool and woolens schedule is “ the 
sum of all villainies” as far ag the pré- 
hibitive protection features of the tariff 
are concerned. The cotton goods schedule 
is a close second, but it does not have so 
many ingenious iniquities as the joint 
handiwork of the shepherds and the east- 
ern manufacturers of woolens. The twv 
schedules were constructed with great 
skill by the parties interested for the pur- 
pose of taxing to the limit the clothiag 
of the people. They have done their 
work. They have juggled tens of mil- 
lions of dollars out of the pockets of 
American wage earners for the. enrich- 
ment of the writers of the schedules, 

Senator Dolliver voted for the cotton 
and woolen duties of the Dingley law. 
He did so on faith. Since then he has 
studied them, and, like Saul of Tarsus, 
has seen a great light. He has become 
convinced of their rank injustice and hé 
has had the courage to say 80. The sneers 
and taunts of Senator Aldrich, who pro- 
fesses to see in every n who criticises 
the sacred schedules a ffee trader and a 
Democrat, have not disturbed him. He is 
a protectionist. “So are the people of 
lowa and other states of the middle west. 
But he feels called on to protest against 
the spoliation of his constituents through 
the taxing of their clothing, and they are 
with him in his protest. 

It would be a gross misuse of language 
to say that a tariff bill which left the 
cotton and woolen schedules untouched 
was a “downward revision” measure, 
The Aldrich bill, if it were to become a 
law with the administrative sections he 
has introduced, would make those sched- 
ules still more burdensome to consumers, 
That is why Senator Dolliver, who has 
not forgotten the campaign promise of 
a downward revision, performs a plain 
duty in attacking them. 

The consumers, and especially the work- 
ingmen, who are hit the hardest by the 
high taxes on their clothing, are behind 
him. They will be behind every senator 
who shall vote to substitute fair, moder- 
ate protective duties for the outrageously 
high ones which abound in the cotton and 
woolen schedules. Consumers are being 
enlightened as to the trne inwardness of 
those schedules, and will ‘call to account 
the men who refuse to vote for a down- 
ward revision of them. Give the consum- 
ers a chance to buy decent woolen: cloth- 
ing at a reasonable price and they will 
not care how high he makes the duties 
on diamonds and champagne, 
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A WORLD’S COURT OF PEACE. 
Two ideas have been prominent in the 
minds of the speakers at the peace confer- 
ence of the present week. There should 
be a world’s. court of peace. America 
should take a leading position in advo- 
cating its establishment. Suggestions of 
many sorts have been given expression on 
different platforms. They have had much 
or little to commend them. These two 
seem to have won the favor of all the 
audiences. | 

“The world is becoming accustomed to 
speaking in the terms of peace” was the 
striking declaration made here by the sec- 
retary of war in a recent public address. 
That fact lends significance to the expres- 
sion of hope that future world expositions 
may eliminate displays of the machinery 
of war. With the language of peace dom- 
inant in international relationships and 
the engines of war kept in the back- 
ground, a world’s court might soon gain 
such authority as to be able to determine 
the larger part of the difficulties that in 
years gone by have led to the clash of 
arms, 

The Hague court idea is a long step 
ahead. The increasingly frequent meet- 
ings of representatives of the nations to 
consider the subject of peace are certain 
to have great influence. At first advisory 
in character, it is by no means impossible 
that they might soon take on recognized 
authority. A world’s court of peace may 
be much nearer than any one would have 
dared to think a few years ago. 

This is the hopeful thing. | People are 
getting used to the thought that evils 
once counted incurable can be wiped out. 
The fight against the white plague is a 
notable illustration, The conyiction once 
fixed in mind, the rest is much easier. 
The Americans are in the best shape of 
all peoples to push the proposition. And 
it may not be an impossibility that the 
present Chicago meeting will be remem- 
bered long as an epoch marking one, in 
that it gave far greater strength to the 
determination that warfare must cease 
from the earth. Whether this be real- 
ized or not, it is evident that many are 
looking forward to a world’s court to set- 
tle the controversies of the future. 

JUDICIARY ABOVE PARTY. 

It was from the first assured that the 
election of Mf. Taft meant a notable 
strengthening of the federal judiciary. 
The president’s training and wide profes- 
sional acquaintance and his expressed ap- 
preciation of the imminent importance of 
this presidential duty gave earnest of un- 
usually considerate selections for the 
bench. | 

This is now emphasized in the dispatch 
of Tum Trisunn’s special correspondent, 
Mr. O'Laughlin, which foreshadows some 
of the appointments to be made and dis- 
cusses the policy to be followed. 

The essential fector of this policy is 
nonpartisanship. That is, Pre t Taft 
is determined that judicial fitness shall 


| years ago, In many cases the traveler is | 
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nonpertisan, and it is highly important 
that political considerations should play 
| little or no part in ‘their filling: In this 
respect, however, they differ from the 
Supreme court justiceships, for in the case 
of our court of last resort questions of 
fundamental political impért, upon which 
the national parties sharply disagree, are 
involved. It is fair, therefore, for these 
appointments to involve consideratiors 


| not of partisanship but of party policy. 


As to the question of the consultation 
of the president with the senators in the 
matter of judicial appointments, we are 
inclined -to .think our correspondent has 
overstated the case. There is no reason 
why the president should not consult the 
senators as to these appointments, and 
we do not believe he will fail to do #o. 
The constitution itself, through the pro- 
vision requiring confirmation by the sen- 
ate, recognizes the senators’ representa- 
tive interest, and it would be both un- 
reasonable and ill advised for the presi- 
dent to ignore it. 

What President Taft’s policy undoubt- 
edly will prove to be is this: He will not 
merely accept the nominations of sena- 
tors, but will exercise an exceptional care 
in the consideration of candidates, lok- 
ing beyond the senatorial \indorsement and 
making his own final decision. The sena- 
torial indorsement should and undoubtedly 
will have great weight with him. But it 
will be by no means exclusive or conclu- 
sive. 

It ls to be hoped the distinguished ex- 
ample of the president will have effect 


~~ 


the nonpartisan choice of judges. In 
Cook county’ we are approaching an elec- 
tion affecting nearly half our judiciary. 
If the president of the United States, the 
leader of a great national party, favors 
and acts upon nonpartisan grounds in his 
judicial appointments, the citizens of Cook 
county surely may imitate him in their 
own principle of selection. 

So far as it is possible, let us have a 
nonpartisan election of judges, choosing 
for merit and for merit only. 


WHICH IS TO PREVAIL? 

Substantial interests of the city are tn- 
volved in charter bill No. 1, and every 
opponent, open or covert, will do well to 
weigh his personal responsibility for the 
fate of this measure. 

The proposal for the elimination of the 
park boards from the consolidation is a 
contemptible piece of partisanship which, 
if adopted, will react against the party. 

Charter bill No. 1 is no proper subject 
for factional or partisan manipniation, 
and the intelligent citizenship of Chicago 
will bring home to those who endeavor to 
defeat this measure the force of their dis- 
pleasure, 

Which is to prevail, the vital interest 
of Chicago—or spoils? 


NO WAR FOR GERMANY. 

A north German merchant has been ex- 
plaining to the London correspondent of 
the New York Tribune just why Ger- 
many is not at the present time a legiti- 
mate excuse for John Bull’s hysterics. 

The reason, in a nutshell, is precisely 
the same as that which made the Japa- 
nese war scare in America rather foolish. 
In other words, Germany cannot afford a 
war. 

This mefchant explained that he was 
paying in the form of imperial, state, and 
local taxation 35 per cent of his annual 
earnings. He declares his is by no‘means 
an exceptional case, but that every busi- 
ness man in the northern shipping towns 
is “bled” in the same degree. 

It is said that $125,000,000 a year addi- 
tional revenue must be found merely to 
provide the necessities of peace. How, 
then, asks the German, are we to embark 
upon the tremendous waste of modern 
warfare? 

The growth of German cities has in- 
volved under the German administrative 
system enormous public expenditures, 
The astonishing growth of cities, which 
have doubled and trebled their populations 
in a generation or less, has necessitated 
extraordinary investment in  improve- 
ments, such as sewering, paving, and 
lighting. But it is also to be considered 
that.an enormously heavy burden is car- 
ried in the minute administtative system 
characteristic of Germany. The army of 
officials, who oversee the citizen's activi- 
ties from the cradle to the grave, is a 
costly luxury. 

It is, of course, possible that war might 
be precipitated between these two coun- 
tries, just as France was forced into war 
in 1870, despite the imperial government’s 
knowledge of the army’s unpreparednese. 
That is a tragic fact which eurely ought 
to quiet the voice of clamor and bring 
into the policies of statesmen the deter- 
mination to work upon all practical lines 
toward the day when civilization will no 
longer submit itself to the terrible arbitra- 
ment of war.

Beckert, who during the absence 
on leave of the secretary of the legation, 
Baron Welczek, had complete charge of the 
clerical and financial affairs of ir. 
had taken advantage thereof to le @ 
large sum of money, concealing his thefts 
by means of forgeries. He squandered the 
money on his wife, who waea Chilean woman 
of the most extravagant type, and upon other 
fair friends. 

When the hour of reckoning drew nigh 
and the moment arrived when further con- 
cealment of his stealings became impossible, 
he set fire to the legation, after having previ- 
ously killed one of the native retainers of 
the mission, and arranged that the corpse 
should be almost completely consumed by 
the flames. He had some weeks before taken 
the precaution of insuring his own life for 
a large sum, and also had written letters to 
the president of the republic of Chile, with 
whom he was acquainted, and to the Ger- 
méan envoy, Baron Bodman, giving expres- 
sion to fears for his own life, on the ground 
that it was threatened by people whose 
vengeance he had incurred in connection 
with the prosecution of German claims in 
the Kaleu affair. It was manifestly his 
aim that the president and the envoy should 
attribute the destruction of the legation to 
the authors of these alleged anonymous 
menaces, and should regard the corpse found 
among the ruins as his own.

At first credence was accorded to this 
story, and the Chilean wife of Beckert had 
no difficulty in collecting the insurance for 
her husband’s alleged death. But ere long 
the suspicions of the insurance company 
were aroused. It acquired knowledge in 
some indirect fashion of the fact that Beck- 
ert was alive, and that his wife had left 
Santiago for the interior to join him. In- 
vestigation proved this to be the ease. 

The man and his wife were captured and 
brought back to Santlago. 

As the crimes with which Beckert stands 
charged—namely: embezzlement, forgery, 
arson, and murder—were all committed with- 
in the precincts of the kaiser’s legation at 
Santiago—that is to say, on what is tech- 
nically German territory, and by a German 
member of the staff of the envoy, the ac- 
cused man was immune from Chilean juris- 
diction. In fact, the German government 
would have had a perfect right, according 
to international law and diplomatic usage, to 
claim Beckert as its own prisoner, and to 
have him conveyed in custody to Germany 
for punishmenrt there by the tribunal’ of the 
empire. 
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But the kaiser, on the matter being sub- 
mitted to him, at once decided that the Ger- 
man government should waive all its rights 
to diplomatic immunities in the affair, and 
that Beckert, in spite of his being a Ger- 
man, a member of the legation, and not- 
withstanding he had perpetrated his crimes 
within the precincts of the legation, should 
be turned over to the Chilean authoritiesand 
tribunals for punishment. It was not only 
the most sensible thing to do under the cir- 
cumstances but Hkewise extremely politic. 
For the action of Emperor William in the 
matter has been regarded by the Chilean na- 
tion as a compliment and as a tribute to the 
impartiality and integrity of its justice. 

There have been instances where envoys in 
dealing with crimes perpetrated within the 
precincts of their embassies neither have 
turned the offender over to thie loca! authori- 
ties nor have sent the culprit home fdr pun- 
ishment, but have taken the matter into 
their own hands and assumed the right of 
administering justice in the affair them- 
selves. Thus, when Venice was stil] a re- 
public, the Spanish ambassador, having 
caught one of his servants in the act of 
thieving, proceeded to try, convict, and 
sentence the man to death within the pre- 
cincts of the embassy, and then hanged him 
from one of the windows of his palace. A 
French ambassador did the same thing 
with a member of his sulte who had been 
guilty of murder in London shortly after- 
wards; while M. de Thou, the French envoy 
to Holland, kept a member of his staff im- 
prisoned for four years in the cellar of the 
legation building at The Hague for some 
breach of French law which he had perpe- 
trated.

Foreign sovereigns when traveling abroad 
are supposed to enjoy the same extra ter- 


connection every one who has read Brown- 
ing’s poems will remember the perfectly 
authentic story of how Christina, queen. of 
Sweden, while visiting the French court, 
caused her principal chamberlain, the Mar- 
quis Monaldeschi, to be put to death in her 
presence in the Galerie deg Cerfs, in the pal- 
ace of Fontainebleau, which had been placed 
at her disposal by the French monarch. 
Monaldeschi's crime in the eyes of the 
northern queen was not merely that he had 
preferred a more youthful beauty to her- 
self. but that in his letter to his inamorata 
he had referred in a slighting and con- 
temptuous manner to the mature charms of 
her majesty, who naturally construed this 
as the most aggravated form of high treason. 

After taxing him therewith and confront- 
ing him with the incriminating documents, 
she caused him to be shriven then and there 
by a priest whom she had summoned for the 
purpose, whereupon three of her Swedish 
attendants fell upon him and killed him be- 
fore her eyes with their pontards and 
rapiers. The marquis lies buried in the old 
Avon church, situated at the eastern ex- 
tremity of the Fontainebleau forest. 

At first the French court manifested a dis- 
position to resent this piece of high:handed 
authority on the part of its royal visitor 
from Sweden. But after consulting with 
the principal law officers of the crowp the 
government came to the conclusion that the 
queen had not exceeded her extra territorial 
rights, and consequently that the best thing 
to do was to take no notice of the matter. 
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Admiral of the Fleet Sir Arthur Knyvet 
Wilson, who has just been added by King 
Edward to that imperial defense committee 
which has the supreme control of the mili- 
tary and naval defenses of the empire, isa 
Crimean veteran, having served in that war 
off Sebastopol as a 12 year old midshipman, 
while years later he took part in the storm- 
ing of the Taku forts in China. But it was 
at the battle of El Teb, on the Red sea coast, 
during the Soudan campaign, that he won 
the Victoria cross, by a feat of bravery as 
gallant as any that figure on England's roll 
of honor—namely: the list’ of its Victoria 
cross heroes. 

For, at a critical moment, when a corner 
of the square had given way under the 
fierce onslaught of the dervishes, Capt. WiIil- 
son, as he was then, sprang into the gap, and 
single handed held the foe in check until 
some men from the York and Lancaster regi- 


‘ments rushed to his assistance. While lay- 


ing about him with his sword, the blade 
snapped, almost at the hilt, and thereupon 
Wilson let out with his fists, right and left, 
bowling the enemy over like nine pins, and, 
marvelous to relate, escaping with a few 
relatively trifling wounds. Needless to say 
that his fellow officers presented him with 
a superb sword of honor to replace that 
which he had broken’ on the “ Fuzzies,” 
while Queen Victoria decorated him with 
the Victoria cross.

Summer Relaxation for Workers. 

Chicago, May 2—(Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—The attempt in London to save by legisla- 
tion part of the waste of daylight now in- 
curred by unreasonable hours of business has 
interested many students of social conditions. 
If old England can thus point the way toa 
more equable use of daylight during the en- 
tire year it would seem that young America 
ought to follow its example. 

In cennection with this I suggest: Let 
there be a day of six hours of work for the 
two hottest months of the year, July and 
August, from 7 a. m. continuously until 1 p. 
m. This practically would leave the entire 
afternoon at the disposa] of the worker. 
This proposition combines the idea of earlier 
business hours with that of the Saturday 
afternoon holiday, and seeks to give the 
average wage earner and clerk time for 
recreation and rest during that period which 
is most suitable for enjoying outdoor life. 

On an eight hour basis it would be possible 
to work twenty minutes longer a day during 
the rest of the year and so make up for the 
loss of, say, seventy-five hours .in July and 
August. During these two months the vol- 
ume of business is much less than in the more 
active parts of the year and the greater effi- 
clency of the employés would more than 
compensate the business world, for any in- 
convenience arising from the readjustment 
of working hours.

Industrial Reforms for Turkey. 
[United States Consular Reports. ] 

Too much stress cannot be laid on the 
announcement of the removal by Turkish au- 
thorities of the restrictions against the im- 
portation of certain articles of manufacture, 
including all kinds of electrical appliances 
and attachments, typewriters, printing 
presses, guns, revolvers, gasoline, books, and 
Hterature. Trade in these articles is com- 
mencing on an unprecedented scale. There 
is an agitation for the establishment of tele- 
phones throughout the empire. as well as 
for the construction of railways, tramways, 
electric lights, and various other enterprises. 
Recently an enthusiastic meeting was held 
in Aleppo, attended by the more wealthy 
and influential men of the community, at 
which the construction of a railway between 
Aleppo and the port of Alexandretta was 
discussed. Petitions were sent to the min- 
ister of public works and to parMament urg- 
ing a@ new concession therefor in the event 
the line is not immediately begun by the 
German-Bagdad company now holding a pro- 
visory concession. 

This extraordinary activity indicates that 
soon the numerous cities and towns. also the 
country districts, of this part of Turkey will 
be put into closer communication. Tram- 
ways will traverse the larger cities and many 
suburban lines will be built. Electric light- 
ing is being talked of for the important trade 
centers, and waterworks will soon be pro- 
vided for the cities and towns. 

The construction of public highways, paved 
streets, bridges, etc., will be begun at an 
early date tn various localities, the cost of 
which it is impossible to estimate. 


Collecting Personal Damages in China 
{London Telegraph. 

Railway traveling in China apparently has 
dangers of its own. Of late complaints have 
been rife as to the failure of the authorities 
to afford proper protection to passengers on 
the Shanghai-Nanking line. It appears that 
when some irresponsible Chinaman meets 
with an accident through trespassing on the 
line or not exercising proper caution at a 
level crossing, it is customary for his fellow 
villagers to stop the next train, bombard it 
with stones, and extort compensation from 
the unlucky travelers, who are fortunate 
if they reach their journey’s end with their 
heads unbroken. Such attempts at repres- 
sion as have been made have proved entirely 
inadequate, and these Outrages are said to 
be of frequent occurrence. Near Chinkiang 
recently a mob hurled through the windows 
of a train heavy, jagged pieces of granite, 
any one of which might have caused serious 
injury to passengers. 


Japanese Women Grow Independent. 
{Shanghai Timea] 

School strikes are becoming quite a com- 
mon feature in Japan, but they have hitherto 
been confined to male students. It is sig- 
nificant of the growing independence of wom- 
an that a class of girls has dared to raise 
the flag of rebellion against a master. It 
is reported that fifty girls belonging to the 
fourth year class of the high girls’ school 
at Utsunomiya, near Tokio, went on strike 


Sakuma Sataro, a teacher of science in the 
school, shows a partiality for some of the 
girls, and, despite their poor scholarship 
in the examination papera retains them in 
the class instead of transferring them to a 
lower, whereas girls whom he does not like 
are dropped from the class even when the 
results of their examination papers are ex- 
cellent. The girls declare that they cannot 
tolerate study under such a biased teacher 
hence their demonstration. 


United States Largest Cocoa User. 
(U. 8S. Consular Reports. } 

The imports of crude cocoa into the United 
States in the calendar year 1908 amounted 
to 97,419,700 pounds, valued at $12,999 836. 
The imports the year previous were 912.147 
pounds leas, but the total value was $2,615, - 
743 greater. In other words, the market 
value of the cocoa imports dropped from 17% 
cents per pound in 1907 to 13% cents in 1908. 
The United States is the largest consumer 
of cocoa, the world output of which is about 
340,000,000 pounds. The. leading countries 
supplying the American markets are the 
British West Indies, which sent 27,945,871 
pounds in 1908, while 17,026,116 pounds came 
from elsewhere in the West Indies and Ben

SHONTS URGES TARIFF BUREAU. 


Former Canal Official Says Rates Should 
Be Revised Periodically to Give 
Justice to All.

New York, May 5.—A “ periodical revision 
of our tariff laws” and the creation of ¢ 
permanent bureau or commission for thig 
purpose were advocated tonight by Theodorg 
P. Shonts, president of the Interborough- 
Metropolitan railway system, in an address 
before the Economic club. 

“I advocate a periodical revision of the 
tariff,"’ he said, “in order that there may be 
a redistribution of burdens, releasing from 
the protection of the tariff those industries 
which have become self-sustaining, and con 
ferring the advantages upon industries 
either immature or by reason of a flercer 
competition from abroad less able to ohm 
tain that margin of profit without which ne 
industry can long survive. Nor should the 
needs of the consumer be overlooked. 

“To place the revision on a business basig ~ 
I believe we should create a permanent bu- 
reau, charged with collecting and sifting 
technical information as to the state and 
necessities of trade, and with laying the re- 
sults at régular intervals and in tangiiié 
form before congress.”’ 

With reference to the burdens of the com 
sumer, Mr. Shonts sid: 

‘During my two years’ connection with 
the Panama canal, when we were assem- 
bling the plant to commence work upon that 
enterprise, I had occasion to note how slight 
was the tak upon the consumer with respect 
to the products of that branch of industry 


, which in the past has been most highly pro- 


tected; I mean the manufacturing or in- ’ 
dustrial branch. For two years there was .. é 
no restriction requiring purchase of American 
manufactures, and we accepted the lowest 

tenders from whatever quarter. Yet 98 per 

cent of our purchases were made, for money 

saving reasons alone, from American manu 
facturers.” 


Irish Tobacco Not Paying Yet, 
[United States Consular Reports. ] ’ 
Experiments in the growing of tobaccoin 
Ireland have been carried on since the year 
1900. In the earlier years the experiments 
were, for the most part, conducted on smaj} 
plats widely distributed, and the curing of 
the leaf was effected under great disad- 


vantages. The results obtained showed that 
tobacco could be grown and cured success- 
fully in Ireland, and that a leaf suitable for ps 
blending in smoking mixtures could be pro- 


duced. Since the beginning of the year 1906 4 
experiments have been conducted on a com 3 
mercial scale. This involves the planting of 
a considerable area as well as provision at 
each experimental! center of equipment for 
curing and finishing the leaf. In 1904 to- 
bacco was grown on twenty acres at one j 
center. The number of centers and the area 

under tobacco were subsequently increased, | | 
so that during the year 1908 experiments 
were conducted at eleven centers in the fol- : 
lowing seven counties: Louth, Meath. King’s, 
Kilkenny, Wexford, Tipperary, and Lim~ | 
erick, the total area cropped being almost 100 
acres. The object of these experiments is 
to determine the possibilities of tobacco as 
a paying crop for the Irish farmer.

| SHONTS URGES TARIFF BUREAU, 
Former Canal Official Says Rates Should 
Be Revised Periodically to Give 
Justice to All.

New York, May 5.—A “ periodical revision 
of our tariff laws” .and the creation of a 
permanent bureau or commission for this 
purpose were advocated tonight by Theodore 
P. Shonts, president of the Interborough- 
Metropolitan railway system, in an addresg 
before the Economic club. ; 

“I advocate a periodical revision of the 
tariff,’ he said, “in order that there may be 
a redistribution of burdens, releasing from 
the protection of the tariff those industries 
which have become self-sustaining, and con- 
ferring the. advantages upon industries, 
either immature or by reason-of a fiercer 
competition from abroad less able to ob- 
tain that margin of profit without which no 
industry can long survive. Nor should the 
needs of the consumer be overlooked. 

‘*"Fo place the revision on a business basis 
I believe we should create a permanent bDu- 
reau, charged with collecting and sifting 
technical information as to the state and 
necessities of trade, and with laying the re- 
sults at regular intervals and in tangible 
form before congress.’’ 

With reference to the burdens of the com 
sumer, Mr. -Shonts sid: 

“ During my two years’ connection with 
the Panama canal, when we were assem- 
| bling the plant to commence work upon that 
enterprise, I had occasion to note how slight 
was the tax upon the consumer with respect 
to the products of that branch of industry 
which in the past has been most highly pro- 
- tected; I mean the manufacturing or in- 
dustrial branch. For two years there was 
no restriction requiring purchase of American 
manufactures, and we accepted the lowest 
tenders from whatever quarter. Yet 98 per 
cent of eur purchases were made, for money 
saving reasons alone, from American manu- 
facturers.” 


Irish Tobacco Not Paying Yet. 
[United States Consular Reports. ] 

Experiments in the growing of tobacco in 
Ireland have been carried on since the year 
1900. In the earlier years the experiments 
were, for the most part, conducted on small 
plats widely distributed, and the curing of 
the leaf was effected under great disad- 
vantages. The results obtained showed that 
tobacco could be grown and cured success- 
fully in Ireland, and that a leaf suitable for 
blending in smoking mixtures could be pro- 
duced. Since the beginning of the year 1904 
experiments have been conducted on a com- 
mercial seale. This involves the planting of 
a considerable area as well as provision at 
each experimental center of equipment for 
curing and finishing the leaf. In 1904 to- 
bacco Was grown on twenty acres at one 
center. The number of centers and the area 
under tobacco were subsequently increased, 
eo that during the year 1908 experiments. 
were conducted at eleven centers in the fol- 
lowing seven counties: Louth, Meath, King’s, 
Kilkenny, Wexford, Tipperary, and Lim- 
erick, the total area cropped being almost 100 
acres. The object of these experiments is 
to determine the possibilities of tobacco as 
a paying crop for the Irish farmer.

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["” AMONG’THE NEW BOOKS 


“ FIOUSES OF GLASS ” (Duffield & Co.) Is 
a stmnall volume of short stories bound In pa- 
per, but with a typographical appearance 
and smal] pen and ink sketches beyond the 
deserving of their binding, or absence of 
binding. The stories give bits of Parisian 
Mfe, glimpses into lives of those who have 
deeper heartaches or more pathoe in their 
lives than happiness or sunshine. The storits 
might well have been such exercises as we 
find in the pages of college publications. 
They are not complete stories any of them; 
they are somber in tone rather than cheerful. 
Also, they strike one as being pictures that 
bad their being first in the author’s mind, 
suggested by some street, or Sme byway, or 
some building, upon which her imagination 
expended itself, weaving about these objects 
stories that appealed to heratthe time. In 
other words, the stories are possibilities rath- 
er than realities. Perhaps, in an occasional 
mood some of us have imagined incidents 
and characters not unlike these here, and we 
have not had Paris for a background. 

Things pleasant to remember about Ire- 
land, Irish hospitality, Irish weather, Irish 
customs and people, and Irish scenery make 
up the contents of Charles Bartlett Loomis’ 
“JUST IRISH” (R. G. Badger, Boston). 


| They might be excerpts from a. journal kept 


during a summer's trip through Ireland, and 
they are pleasant enough reading, vastly 
more enjoyable than the highly colored cover 
would lead one to suspect. 


Messrs. John W. Luce & Co. have published 
“A FLORENTINE TRAGEDY.” one of the 
unpublished manuscripts left by Oscar 
Wilde. The play is prefaced by an introduc- 
tory note by Wilde's friend, Robert Ross, in 
which he tells of his search for the MS. at 
Wiilde’s behest, of his ultimate success in 
finding it, and of his final conviction that the 
poet had completed the play without writing 
the introduction. Several years ago, when 
“ Salome’ was in high demand, this play 
was also presented, the opening scene having 
been written by Thomas Sturgis Moore, the 
peet and dramatist. This opening scene is 
given in the present publication of the play, 
and if we are to believe Mr. Ross, who ought 
to know, judging besides with the partiality 
of a friend, Mr. Moore's work is a feat in re- 
construction. 

The play is a short one and demands only 
four actors—a Florentine prince, a merchant, 
his wife, and her maid. The wife is sought 
by the prince, who makes love to her, and 
makes her think that her husband is a stupid. 
useless old fellow anyway. But the husband 
comes to himself, and surprises the prince 
and his wife with his readiness and physical 
strength, and pays his wife the compliment to 
her beauty which her vain heart craved. 
The play is not indispensable to any one’s ed- 
ucation, 


Vice and viciousness have no place in cur- 
rent fiction unless their hatefulness be ex- 
posed. But even when the author has poise 
and a judicial attitude toward life in esti- 
mating the relative value of things and the 
skill to present all of this in all its hideous- 
ness the atmosphere of such things is not 
healthful. In the hands of weak writers, who, 
like Forrest Halsey, seem to gloat over every 
unpleasant scene they describe, these things 
are harmful, or would be if they were not so 
stupidly exposed. 

There is neither rhyme nor reason to 
‘“ FATE AND THE BUTTERFLY ” (Dodge), 
there is not enough of a story to interest the 
most unexacting and patient reader, and yet 
there is enough of vice and viciousness 
spoken of to satisfy those scions of the so- 
called elite who have no better way in which 
to spend their time and money. Nothing is 
described out and out, but the author is rich 
in devising ways of suggestion that are worse 
than the blunt way of “calling a spade a 
spade’ and being done with it. 

The story tells of the life of a young girl 
who is married before she knows anything 
of life to a drug fiend. She downs the better 


instincts of her nature and continues to live 
with him until she finally loses al! self-reapect 
and sinks from a posttion of wealth and so- 
cial prominence to one of degradation, whence 
ere the clock strikes the last héur she is 
dragged against her will by a man who pro- 
fesses to love her. Here and there are scat- 
tered bits of life, which is not at all necessary 
for one to have a glimpse of. 


Query after query occurs to the reader of 
Victor Mapes “ PARTNERS THRBEE” (F. 
A. Stokes company). The first, naturally, 
What kind of a book is this to be? recurs 
again and again as the author, uncertain of 
himself and his purpose, wavers and seems 
to change the character of the story on the 
promptings of an impulse. After this the 
next question is: What is it all about; what 
is its reason for being a story? And when 
the last page is reached the first query is: 
Why did not the author make a good story 
of the material that he had? Perhaps no 
one, not even Mr. Mapes himself, can answer 
these questions, least of all the reader. Pat- 
rick Isaac Ennis, a small boy, is taken from 
a reformatory by a doctor and a girl in blue, 
with whom he goes ‘to live In the country, 
sharing their unstable fortunes and helping 
the doctor in hfs inventions. 

A suitable number of incidents are inter- 
woven into the story, though the time ge- 
quence is a little puzzling, and a romance 
that is certainly unexpected and not to the 
best of taste is annexed at the end. The 


story is mélodramatic and would doubtless 


be better on the stage, where, with brightly 
colored scenery, actors, and other things to 
distract the attention its shortcomings would 
not be so patent. 


May Wynne has written another romance 
of the age of chivalry, “THE GIP8Y 
COUNT” (The John McBride company.) 
The story is laid in Brittany, among the 
feudal houses who acknowledged but slight 
fealty to the greater lords and the power 
which should have been sovereign, while they 
prosecuted their own wars and feuds. The 
story tells of a century old feud. between 
two houses, which is healed through the 
love of the young people of the opposing 
houses. 

In the working out of the story it transpires 
that the hero, the gipsy count, who is ignorant 
of his own identity, by the irony of fate is 
working to undo the wrong that his fathe? 
does, and the father has the double sorrow 
over the loss of his son as a child and the 
knowledge later of his son's opposition. The 
story is carefully written, great attention 
has evidently been devoted to creating the 
right atmosphere and characters that would 
fit into their environment. 


Now and then we come across a story that 
seems 4 veritable human document, the 
transcription of actual feelings, or the record 
left upon a heart by a series of events that 
were momentous in one life. ,Such a book is 
Mary E. Waller's ‘A YEAR OUT OF LIF® "’ 
(Appletons), the story of a year of a women’s 
life, in which the dreams of childhood, the 
visions of girlhood and the natural yearnings 
of womanhood come toa focus. 

From childhood the woman had been a 
dreamer, and Germany had been the land in 
which the dreams were realized. As ayoung 
woman she went to Germany, where a new 
view of life openeduptoher. For after read- 
ing some German stories she decided that she 
must translate them that her compatriots 
might enjoy them also. She entered into cor- 
respondence with the author, their letters be- 
came with time more intimate, they met, the 
acquaintance ripened and deepened—but it 
should be left for the reader to find the re- 
sult. 

One never feels that he is being shown those 
things which to a stranger should alwaye 
be the secrets of life, and yet it is so real, so 
womanly, all of it, that it would take but 
little persuasion to convince one that some 
sweet woman whom we knew had written of 
a year of her life. The fragrance of it gtil] 
clings, it is a pleasant memory to the reader, 
as it must have been to the woman herself.

Cleveland, O., May 5.—A triple squeeze 
play, which is a new one on most of us, en- 
abled the Sox to get back at N. Lajoie and 
the Naps today in a real old fashioned heart 


disease game, 6 to 5. 

The game marked the first appearance of 
the season for Yip Owen, and the first ap- 
pearance of any season of the singular and 
plural battery of Frank and Frank. It was 
an awful game for a resident of Cleveland 
to sit through, for it looked so safe for the 
Naps after the first inning. Then the afore- 
said squeeze play put the Sox far out in 
front in the eighth inning, only to have the 
insistent Clevelanders come back strong in 
the ninth and almost tie it up. 

It was the third straight defeat for the 
wrong Mr. Wright of Oakland, Cal., and, ac- 
cording to his teammates, it was his third 
consecutive bit of hard luck. Including to- 
day’s combat, Wright has pitched three 
games and allowed fourteen hits, an average 
of not quite five to a game, but he has lost 
them all. At that Owen would have won 
pulled up if the high wind had not raised 
havoc in the outfield in the two rounds in 
which the Naps managed to score. Yip 
pitched a nice game of ball and gave promise 
of being a big aid to the peerless pitching 
staff before/the season is over. : 

So strange and unusual was that big eighth 
inning that the bugs could talk of nothing 
else when it was allover. During the round 
the hitless wonders scored four runs on two 
hits, two sacrifice hits, two passe’, one of 
‘them intentional, and some big league base- 
running. Yip Owen himself started the 
downfall of Mr. Wright. This was poetic 
justice and it was the same thing when 
Jake Atz, who had done most of the hitting, 
finished it with the most fruitful sacrifice 
bunt ever witnessed in Ohio. The squeeze 
play would have netted the Sox two tallies 
without the aid or assistance of any boots. 
It netted them three because Stovall contrib- 
utea a wild heave. No one cared about 
George's error at the time, but as it turned 
out the Sullivans would not have had enough 
runs without it. 


Squeeze In Three Runs. 

The Sox came to bat in the eighth facing a 
8 to2 handicap. Wyight suddenly developed 
a streak of wildness and got himself in a hole 
to Yip Owen. Yip waited until he had to put 
it over or be charged with a base on balls. 
Then he soaked it on a line to center for one 
gack. Eddie Hahn laid down a beautiful 
bunt, so beautiful that Bill Bradley, seeing 
there was little chance of throwing any one 
out, let it go and pulled for i to roll foul. 
The ball refused to do his bidding and there 
were men on first and second and none out. 
Dave Altizer produced a pretty sacrifice down 
the first base line and then Manager Larry 
made a large mistake. He ordered Wright 
to walk Isbell purposely, planning to lay 
back for a double play on Cravath. Most well 
informed managers would not be rash enough 
to pass any one for Gavvy, but Larry decided 
to take a chance. But when Cravath did 
come up ready to murder the ball Wright was 
so full of the passing idea that he walked him, 
too, forcing in Yip with the tying run. 

Then came the squeezer. Jake had been 
pounding Wright right hard and the Naps 
evidently expected him to try it again. But 
nothing was farther from his mind. After 
letting one go by he signaled the base run- 
ners to start with the next pitch. Hahn was 
almost at the plate before the ball reached 
there and Issey was rapidly approaching 
third. Jake bunted perfectly and Wright, 
seeing Hahn's score already was in, turned 
for a peg to first to get the willing Jakey. He 
accomplished his purpose all right, but 
Stovall, after making the out, was alarmed 
to see Issy within a few feet of the scoring 
station. He had no chance to catch him, but 
threw anyway and also wildly, allowing 
Cravath, who had not been loitering any, to 
count the tally that preved the margin of 
victory. Thus were {gill bases emptied by 
one little bunt. 


Naps Never Say Die. 
But instead of giving up at this stag®é the 
Naps began all over again and drew the finish 
much too fine forcomfort.
